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Lexington, Ky., November  15.—(Special 
Correspondence.)—One of the most unique 
Characters that eastern Kentucky ever 
prodtced is Major George 8S. Cockrell, who 
has surrounded himself with a greater 
mumber of curiosities and rare relics than 
any man in the state. He was born in 
Montgomery county about sixty years ago. 
His father was a prosperous farmer, and 
ajthovgh he brovght George up to hard 
farm work, he gave him a good common 
schoo! education. 

Being a natural lover of nature, the boy 
had a fondness for the science of surveying 
and quickly learned the rudiments. When 
the war came up he joined the federal army 
and was master of transportation for one 
of the army corps that operated in eastern 
Kentucky. Since the war he has been coun- 
ty surveyor of Montgomery county and has 
traversed time and again the large moun- 
‘ta nous section of Kentucky, the western 
part of Virginia and the northeastern part 
of Tennessee. 

It was while on these surveying expe 
ditions that he began to collect war relics, 
old and rare documents and newspapers, In- 
dian relics, mound builders ¢elics and old 

s. 

The manta grew with him as the years 
passed on untH his pass'on for the curi- 
ous embraced nearly everything in the 
shape of a relic. About eight years ago he 
removed to Lee county, Virginia. just across 
the Kentucky line from Bell county and 
overlooking the famous Cumberland Gap. 
Here he has built him a little home on 
Pinacle mountain, from the top of which 
the un'‘on forces under General George 
Morgan commanded the Powell valley and 
the Poor valley on the Tennessee side and 
the Yellow Creek valley on the Kentucky 
side. The batteries on the top of the moun- 
tain kept the confederates at bay and the 
pass was so perfectly impregnable that the 
enemy had to starve out Morgan and his 
men before they evacuated the works. 

Here in this historic spot Major Cockrell 
built a log house near his home of the 
cedars which grow so abundantly on the 
mountain. The picture shows him seated 
in front of th's cabin with his relics 
around him. The gun lying across his 
lap is a Belgium flintlock, with which the 
confederates were first armed. The old con- 
federate wooden canteen and tin canteen 
hang against the door jamb. The army 
overcoat and cap to the right were taken 
from a young federal soldier who died of 
his wounds 'n a Virginia hospital. The dish- 
pan, wagon hubs, anvil and the tent poles 
and small flegstaff standing in the dish- 
pan were found in an old well on the site 
of Morgan’s camp tn Cumberland Gap. The 
cabin museum ts about sixteen feet square 
and is filled with the relics and curiosities 
Major Cockrell has gathered. The war 
relics, in which he seems to take a deeper 
interest than In any other class of curios- 
{tles, consist of nearly everything used by

Among the articles is a confederate din- 
ner plate; confederate cannon sight of 
brass, inscribed ‘12 pd. B. How;” cannon 
wipers; box of confederate gun caps; 2,000 
pounds of mixed rifle balls, confederate 
and federal; United States army belt 
buckles and buttons; gun wrench, of war 
of 1812; 1,000 gun wrenches, of the war of 
Mexico and the late war; tent pins, rope 
holders and shives; a confederate war jug 
which will hold about one quart, found in } 
a hollow chestnut log last year near Fort 
Lyons, on Pinacle mountain, contained a 
gill of wh'sky when found after being hid- 
den thirty-three years; a handcuff taken 
to the first Bull Run by the federals to 
manacie confederate prisoners, was found 
on the battlefield by C. B. Johnson, of the 
Sixteenth confederate regiment of Virginia, 
is badly bent, having been run over by a 
piece of artillery; confederate and federal 
gunwipers, screwdrivers, razors, confed- 
erate bowie knife (home-made); zouave 
epaulettes; pocket knife of M. C. Calloway, 
who was murdered by Indians in 1749, in a 
few years later, was found in an Indian 
mound where Middlesboro now stands: 
confederate ammunition box, filled with tin 
cartridge boxes, tin canteen, gun locks 
and flint locks; tripod, several camp’ ket- 
tles, biscuit pan converted into a corn 
grater; tent rings and chain, shotguns, 
muskets and rifle barrels, art'llerv hames, 
shovels, spades, picks, spikes for picketing 
horses, army steelvards, bridle bits, breast 
chains, horse and mule shoes, augers, 
hatchets, cooking utensils, anvil, hammers. 
fron piping cannon balls, including &9-pound 
Long Tom shot to 4pound mountain 
howitzer, ball amd chain for prisoners, 
grapeshot, bombs, parrot shot, three whist- 
ling dicks, cannister, tin cups, a broken 
revolutionary sword, haversacks, federa] 
canteens, bullet pouch of the revolutionary 
war, belonging to Parks Bailey, of Vir- 
‘ginia; confederate gambling machine called 
*““Mexico;” pot hooks, axes, coffee mills, 
bayonets, ramrods, confederate cedar can- 
teens, a piece of the first flagpole erected 
at Cumberland Gap; hubs, spokes and other 
pieces of wagons, pieces of cannon: one 
a complete; cannon coupling pin and 
ook.

Major Cockrell also has one of the larg- 
est collections of confederate money in 
the possession of one individual.

He also has a large collection of 
the greenbacks, from 6-cent shinplasters 
up to a 25-dollar bill. The latter is in a 
splendid state of preservation and looks 
as if it had just come from the press, the 
famous signature of Secretary Spinney 

Has Many Stamps, Too. 

‘In his large and varied collection of 
stamps is a 10-cent Washington, 1850; 5-cent 
Franklin, 1845; two issues of pink 8-cent 
war times; railroad 3-cent, 1867: stamped 
envelopes of all dates since 1860; Jackson, 
2-cent, Franklin, l-cent; ten varieties en- 
velope stamp; six varieties 3-cent; pink and 
green centennial] 3-cent, 1876; official stamps 
of the registered letter department, treas- 
ury department, war department, fish de- 
partment; internal revenue stamps from 1 
cent to $109 in denomination; proprietary 1 
cent to $19; check stamps, confederate 5 
cents to $10 stamps, Knoxville local 1863, 
Denver and Rio franked envelope, E. T. 
and G. franked eneviope. Major Cockrell 
also has the last note ever issued, it having 
been made out two minutes past 12 o’clock 
cn the night of July 1, 1894. This fact is 
certified to on the note by the postmaster 
who issued it. In addition to the above 
articles, the» museum contains a plank 
from the old military telegraph office at 
Cumberland Gap, on which its inscribed, 
“T. FE. Williams, 185th O. V. L.;’’ an old- 
fashioned spinning wheel, hackle, reap- 
hook, deer horns, Indian blowgun and 
many other smaller articles. Major Cock- 
rell, during his years in the mountains of 
eastern Kentucky, has also gathered a 
complete botanical collection, comprising 
150 varieties of mountain herbs, etc. 

One of the most curious documents in his 
possession is a certificate signed by Hugh 
Graham, under date of November 30, 1839.

“The copper ornaments and other relics 
of the mound builders that you see here 
came from that mound, Up to eight years 
ago I confined myself to gathering Indian 
relics, rare stamps, and old documents. I 
also secured a large number of specimens 
of ores which you have forgotten to enum- 
erate. When I moved to this mountain, in 
1888, I found that Cumberland Gap and vi- 
cinity was ‘rich with war relics, for this 
was the great highway between Virginia 
and Kentucky, and owing to its command- 
ing position was,a bone of contention by 
both armies, and it. wae occupied first by 
the forces of one side and then the other, 
“Many of the old soldiers have called on 
me since I have been here and one of 
them located an old well into which the 
federals dumped large quantities of muni- 
tions of war just before General George 
Morgan evacuated the Gap. The well had 
been filled up by the soldiers so the con- 
federates could not find the supplies. From 
this well I have taken a large number of 


cannon balls, remnants of wagons, cloth- 


I am told 
that a large trench was dug into which 
thousands of pounds of canrron balls and 
many rifles and boxes of ammunition were 
thrown and covered up by the federals. I 
am now d'gging for these relics and hope 
to unearth them soon.”’

labor and management of one of the most 
practical and beneficent humanitarian 
schemes in existence, once said: 
“Beyond all dreams of the golden age 
will be the splendor, majesty and happiness 
of the free peoples when, fulfilling thegp-om- 
ises of the ages and the hopes of humanity, 
they shall learn to make equitable dis- 
tr'bution among themselves of the fruit of 
their common labor.” 

That some more equitable and reasonable 
distribution is meeded is acknowjledged— 
that conflicts between capital and labor 
result as much from selfish gain on the 
one hand as from unreasoning prejudire 
on the other is painfully evident. I always 
hail with supreme satisfaction any scheme 


practical. I have given large space in these 
columns of discussions of the relations of 
capital to labor, and I have large faith 
that ultimately co-operation may be found 
so remunerative to capital as to make 
such equitable distribution universal. Sev- 
eral very satisfactory and profitable 
schemes have been practically devised, 
developed and adopted by large employers 
to the great good of all roncerned. Invari- 
ably, wherever an equitable plan has been 
used, it inured to the benefit of employer 
and employe alike. The latest scheme that 
has come to my attention is one described 
by C, R. Richards in Pratt Institute 
Monthly, which is so fascinating as al- 
mcst to remind one of Bellamy’s pictures 
of universal | happiness. A well- 
known firm of Dayton, O., has a daily 
practical operation and industrial hu- 
manitarian scheme which is far in ad- 
vance cf anything I ever hefore heard of. 
Tho article in Pratt Institute Monthly is 
full of practical suggestiveness, but is too 
long to quote in its entirety. I must, there- 
fore, regretfully, confine myself to ab- 
Sstracts. The slperintendent was replaced 
by a committee of heads of departments, 
and this principle was extended to sub- 
committees, upon whom the whole res- 
ponsibility of the factory management 
rests. Every employe is invited to make 
Suggestions or criticisms, and money 
prizes are awarded for any suggestions 
that are of service in improving the man- 
wfacture or lessening the cost of the 
machines, High wages are paid f all 
employes, and the company has found a 
wise economy in paying well for increased 
output and enhanced enthusiasm of intel- 
ligent and interested employes. The effect 
of this has been a remarkable improve- 
ment in both quality and quantity of pro- 
duction, Both sexes are employed, and all 
are taught how to protect end preserve 
their health. Twiee daily all take calis- 
thenic exercise. The women employes are 
graduates of the high school, commence 
work one hour later and leave a quarter 
of an hour earlier than , men.

Recovering a Mailed Letter. 
From Tine Boston Transcript. 

Many times people would like to recall 
a letter after it has been mailed. This can 
be done, even if the Jetter has reached the 
postoffice at its destination. At every post- 
office there are what are called ‘‘with- 
drawa: blanks.’’ On application they will 
be furnished, and when a deposit ig paid 
to cover expense the postmaster will tele- 
graph to the postmaster at the’ letter’s 
destination asking that it be promptly re- 
turned. The applicant first signs this agree- 
ment: “It ig hereby agreed that, if the 
letter is returned to me I will protect 
you for such return, and will fully indem- 
nify you for any loss you may sustain by 
reason of such action, And I herewith de- 
posit $- to cover all expenses incurred, 
and will deliver to you the envelope of the 
letter returned.” In many cases persons 
have made remittances to fraudulent par- 
ties or irresponsible firms, not learning 
their true character until after the (letter 
had gone, and have succeeded in recalling 
it, There #s an instance where a Kansas 
City merchant had remitted a dishonest 
traveling man a draft for $175, and by 
means of a withdrawal rescued the draft 
just in time. : 


New System of Gas Lighting. 
From The industrial Worid. 

What is claimed to be a revolutionary 
system of gas lighting is now in course 
of being introduced to the European pub- 
lic. The invention is of German or.gin, 
being, in fact, owned by the’ proprietors of 


the well-known Durr light. The gaSs is a 


petroleum gas, manufactured from the oil 
in a producer, Of course there is already 
a selection of these on the market. What 
is alleged on behalf of the present inven- 
tion, however, is that this apparatus in sim- 
plicity and inexpensiyeness is far ahead of 
anything known to the present time. It is 
asserted that an illuminating gas, quite 
equal in photometric quality to the best ex- 
isting standard, can be supplied through 
mains at a cost of 4é8s than 25 cents per 
1,000 cubic feet. Also; that an installation 
equal to a hundred lights, can be laid down 
for an inclusive expense of about $160. Of 
coursé, ‘this sum would relate’ to. the gen- 
erating ‘plant only; tHe. mains and connec- 
tions would probabiy cost much more. 
The apparatus itseif looks simple. There 
are a small hot air. motor, one or two mix- 
ing chambers, an oil tank, eic., and that is 
all.

New Departure in Steelmaking. 
Steel manufacturers are understood to be 
investigating a proposal to use silicon in 


' the production of high quality steel. The 


success of this utilization would open out 
a wide applicat.on of one of*the most im- 
portant products of the electric furnace. 
Silicon carbide—carborundum—has hitherto 
been in request mainly as an abrasive sub- 
stance, in which capacity it has to a great 
extent superseded emery and diamond dust, 
especially in the construction of abrading 
and gr nding wheels. Professor F. Lur- 
mann now proposes that it should be em- 
ployed as a source of silicon for general 
purposes, but more particularly in the man- 
ufacture of steel, in which it would take 
the place of ferro-silicon, should it be found 
suitable for the purposé; Its annual con- 


sumpt.on in Gérmany alone would run up: 


to 15,000 tons, which would represent: the 
substantial sum of $330,000. Silicon carbide 
as a grinding material is a highly crystal- 
line substance, which has presumably un- 
dergone fusion. It is thought poss ble that 
the substance may be found at a tempera- 
ture somewhat lower than that necessary 
to melt it and cause it to crystallize. In 
this case the cost of manufacture would be 
sensibly reduced, and, seeing that the pro- 
duct of an electric furnace is less highly 
heterogeneous, it Is possible that amorphous 
silicon carbide unfitted for abrading may 
be found a profitable by-product in the pro- 
posed new capacity. Carbides, silicides, ni- 
trides, and aluminum suggest themselves 
as possible products for the common profit 
of the wheelmaker ond the electro-metallur- 
gist, and some, at least, among them may 
come to be ordinary articles of commerce 
before the end of the century. 


New Electric Subways for London, 


At present there is in London only one 
electric underground road, but this has 
been such a conspicuous success in the 
minds of English capitalists that six new 
Systems have been authorized, two of 
which are being constructed. These rail- 
ways will be tunneled on the “Greathead 
shield system,” at an average depth of sixty 
feet beneath the pavement of London, and 
no sign of their progress will be visible 
to those who use the streets, excepting on 
the gites of the proposed stations, where 
shops and houses are being demolished. 
The public attention just now, says The 
Electrical Engineer, is directed principally 
to the Central London railway, which will 
run from Shepard’s Bush to Liverpool 
Street, a distance of six and a quarter 
miles, There will be fourteen stations 
along the route, the trains stopping at each 
Station and running at intervals of two 
and one-half minutes. The cost of con- 
struction and equipment, which is calcu- 
lated at $2,500,000 per mile, aggregates a to- 
tal of $17,600,000. At some points on this 
line the rail level will not be less than 
eighty-five feet beneath the surface, and 
hydraulic lifts will convey passengers to 
and from the trains. Subways will be con- 
structed for foot passengers to cross from 
One side of the road to the other. The 
company expects to carry between 60,000,000 
and 60,000,000 passengers in the year. The 
boring of the two tunnels, which will be 
circular and lined with iron, and eleven 
feet six inches in diameter, will be pro- 
ceeded with from each station simultane- 
ously, so that the work will be completed, 
it is expected, by December, 1897.

Car Painting. 
From The Engineering ‘News. 

Car painting by compressed air is being 
tried on the fittsburg and Lake Erié rail- 
road, The yard is well supplied with air 
pipes, and the berrel of specially prepared 
paint is mounted on a hand truck so that 
it can be moved to any part of the yard. 
The air line consists of 100 feet of one-inch 
heavy hose; the paint suction hose of fifty 
feet of one~half-:'nch heavy hose. The bar- 
rel is equipped with a float of pine wood 
with four-inch hole in the center. Over the 
hole is a small hose-bearing tower, used as 
a support and hose regulator, insuring a 
uniform feed of paint. This device is ight 
in weight, and can be readily carried to 
the top of a box car for spraying the roof. 
The time for carefully spray'ng a box ear 
is thirty minutes; to employ a man to fol- 
low with a long-handled eight-inch white- 
wash brush, thirty minutes additional, 
making labor cost one hour per box car 
each coat. To coat a coal car of 60,000 
pounds capacity takes twenty minutes for 
each coat, including the time of two men. 
Th:s road is also using a device for spray- 
ing on paint for the lettering, which, for 
covering uniformly, is considered a decided 
improvement over the stencil brushes, and 
will lead to a great saving in the wear and 
tear of stencil plates.

Mayor-elect C. A. Collier has recommend- 
ed that Peachtree road for the distance 
mentioned be incorporated, so that it can 
receive police protection from the city of. 
Atlanta. 

The racers will be obliged to extend their 
course out farther if the suggestion of the 
incoming mayor goes into effect, as now 
seems probable. Decision on the matter will 
probably come up at the meeting of the 
general council Monday. 

Mayor Porter King has passed on all the 
proposed amendments to the city charter 
and his message to the council tomorrow 
will be of more than ordinary interest. 

He thas approved so much of the action 
of the general council in recommending that 
the city charter be amended as includes the 
following matters: 

1. Requiring separate action by the al- 
dermanic board in granting franchises for 
street railroad, telephone and telegraph 
companies, as well as in matters covering 
an expenditure of money or an increase of 
the city’s indebtedness. 

2. The amendment providing for the right 
to condemn the right of way across, over 
or under the railroad tracks necessary to 
extend Alabama street westward. 

8. The amendment authorizing this ex- 
tension of Alabama street by the erection 
of‘'a bridge to be paid for in the years 
1897, 1898, 1899 and 1900, or either cr any of 
them, as the mayor and general council 
may decide. 

-4. The amendment authorizing the cre- 
ation of a sinking fund for the purchase 
of a site and the erection of a city hall. 

5. The amendment reducing the tax rate 
from 1% to 1% per cent. | 

6. The amendment authorizing the may- 
or and general council to repair any of 
the streets of the city, whether paved or 
unpaved, and to pay for same out of 
general fund when deemed proper. 

7. The amendment authorizing the 
taking of a census of the city during the 
years 1896 and 1897 or either of them. 

8. The amendment providing for the 
collection of, city taxes in three annual 
installments, on April 15th, July ist and 
October ist, such recommendation having 
been made by the general council at the 
suggestion and upon the request of Hon. 
C. A. Collier, who has been nominated for 
the office of mayor. 

9. The amendment authorizing the in- 
corporation, for police purposes and also 
for the purpose of regulating hte retail 
traffic of spirituous and malt liquors, of 
the territory in north Atlanta between 
West Peachtree street and the railroad 
on the eastern side of the Piedmont park 
property, particularly described in such 
amendment. 

10. So much of the proposed amendment 
covered by the resolution of Alderman 
Woodward as will render councilmen here- 
after eligfible for election as aldermen and 
aldermen hereafter eligible for election as 
councilmen, but he disapproves that por- 
tion of the same amendment which recom- 
mends the repeal of all provisions of the 
city charter fixing the salaries of the 
members of the general council and pro- 
hibiting the payment of members of any 
of the boards or commissions for the fol- 
lowing reasons: 

He believes it is wiser to fix salaries 
of the aldermen and counciimen by char- 
ter provision than that the same should 
be subject to change, without limit, by 
each succeeding mayor and genera! coun- 
cil and that if any of the boards or com- 
missions are to be paid the charter should 
fix the compensation to be allowed. 

The mayor will natify the council of 
the parade of the health, police and fire 
departments of the city on Thursday next 
and invite them to review the parade 
from the reviewing stand at the junction 
of Peachtree, Marietta and Decatur 
streets. 

A fight is expected in tomorrow’s coun- 
cil meeting over the proposition to place 
the Atlanta police force und civil ser- 
vice rules. The resolution ed by the 
police by a vote of four to two re- 
quires that all officers of the force will 
have to stand examinations. This many 
of the councilmen consider a hardship 
upon the old veterans of the force and 
they will probably fight the measure. It 
is said that the proposition will fail t 
pass the general council. :

So he went down to Augusta from his 
home in middle Georgia and started out 
for a holiday frolic. t proved to be the 
most memorable outing of his life. 

‘“The boys,” he said, “got after me to go 
with a crowd of them down to Charleston 
and fight the yankees, I had nothing par- 
ticular against the yankees, but I was in 
for anything that promised a little sport 
and I agreed to go with them. 

“lI was a strapping youngster and the 
recruiting officer took my name very read- 

#@ly and I was attached toa South Carolina 
battery and stationed on Sullivan's island. 
I had heard a good deal of talk about the 
war but Bob Toombs and other fire-eaters 
had taught us to believe that the war would 
not be more than a breakfast spell and 
that we wovld whip the yankees so easily 
that if a fellow did not keep right at the 
front he would not get a chance to share 
in the fun, 

“IT found out better later on.*After the 
Star of the West affair we knew that there 
Was some movement on foot and were not 
surprised when the long roll sounded just 
after midnight on the morning of April 
13, 1861, and we were ordered to take our 
Dlaces at the guns. 

“It was my business to load the first 
cartridge for the ten-inch mortar and while 
our commander, Captain Hallenquist, took 
his station near the gun I measured out 
the powder, loaded the cartridge and cut 
the fuse. 

“It was just growing light and the fog 
hung heavy on the water between our po- 
sition and Fort Sumter. We could see the 
dim outlines of the old fort and back to 
the landward, as the mist thinned, we could 
see figures moving to and fro along the 
battery in Charleston. It was the crowd 
gathering to witness the attack on the 
fort. 

“Suddenly the signal was given, just as 
the fog lifted and revealed the outlines of 
the fort, and springing backward Captain 
Hallenquist pulled the lanyard. ‘Bomb!’ the 
shot rang out and was echoed and re- 
echoed frém shore to shore, and the fright- 
éned water fowls flew shrinking in every 
direction. It was like a clap of thunder 
from a clear sky, but in a moment the 
wild cheering of the crowd along the bat- 
tery was borne across the water. 

“My blood was up and in a twinkling 
another charge was rammed down the 
black throat of the old morter and I was 
permitted to fire the second shot, had I 
known all that it meant then, I might not 
have been so eager for the honor, but I 
was young and my blood was hot and I

“The firing, of course, became general, and 
the guns from old Sumter answered our 
challenge and the deep baying of the war 
dogs soon became a continuous roar. I was 
kept so busy working the gun that I 
paid little heed to what was going on 
until the order came to cease firing. 

“Then I saw the officers in the boat being 
row across to the fort to complete the 
articles of surrender. 

“A detachment including myself was sent 
Over to the fort and we witnessed the en- 
tire proceedings. Of course that is a part of 
history, but I witnessed one tragedy con- 
nécted with the surrender that I have never 
seen mentioned in any of the accounts. 
When Anderson got ready to leave he fired 
@ salute of thirteen guns, as you know. He 
had planted a number of hand grenades 
~ along the ramparts and the grass catching 
fire caused one of them to explode killing 
two of his men. 

“One of those men was buried near the 
walls of the fort and his grave was marked

“Mr. Er Lawshe was the first friend un- 
der the present administration who gave 
us as much ‘as $500. This gift came at a 
time when we were in need, and it brought 
not only relief to the home, but cheer and 
comfort to the management. 

“Mr. G. V. Gress, truly the children’s 
friend, out of the goodness of his heart, as 
well as his great love for the children, most 
&enerously gave us $500. Another party in 
a different state, through the influence of 
Mr. Jones’s preaching, gave us another 
$500. Then to the scores and hundreds of 
friends who gave us so many presents and 
contributed amounts ranging from $200 down 
to 10 cents, many of them the widow’s 
mite, to one and all of these we are in- 
debted. We are truly thankful to God for 
putting it into their heart to give so cheer- 
fully and generously for the maintenance of 
the home and tthe building of this beautiful, 
substantial and well adapted boys’ home. 
In this work of love and charity Mr. R. L. 
Jones, the architect, joined, and from his 
experience and ability gave us the excellent 
plans and his supervision of the work. 
Also to Messrs, Hall Bros. and D. W. 
Yarbrough we are indebted for much val- 
uable time and assistance. 

“Mr. and Mrs. Taylor and Miss Maggie 


Dickinson, the present superintendent, ma- 
tron and teacher, with great zeal and deep 
piety have most successfully managed the — 
temporal affairs of the home, trained and 
taught the children, besides contributing 
very largely to the perfect completion of 
this building. For the little I have done in 
this work I have been more than a thou- 
sand times repaid. The knowing of one 
child saved, and having the love and 
friendship of that child in its bettered con- 
dition gives a reward which few other 
things can bring. 

“One of the trustees was called from 
earth to heaven and great sorrow filled our 
hearts when God took from us our beloved 
brother and co-worker, W. A. Gregg. For 
years in perfect harmony and love we work- 
ed together. During these years, unselfish 
and untiring, ‘he devoted his means and 
time to this work he loved so well. In his 
death we parted with a loved one and the 
cause lost one of its best friends. God was 
pleased with his work and called him up 
higher. 

“The Officers of the home are thoroughly. 
in earnest and deeply devoted to the work, 
We feel that the work is just in its infan- 
cy and in the near future, instead of scores 
it will be caring’ for, training and saving 
hundreds of children. At all times pitiful 
appeals come to us from naked, hungry, 
suffering children and God says ‘care for 
them.’ We want the prayers and co-opera- 
tion of every minister in the north Georgia 
conference, and when we have this we will 
be compelled to build more houses to pro- 
vide for and save precious children who 
otherwise would be lost. 

“We also feel greatly encouraged in con. 
tinuing the work because we know that the 
home is very near the hearts of the Meth- 
odists and good people of the state. It has 
come to be considered a privilege to con- 
tribute to its support. At every church and 
Sunday school where our agent, Rev. H. 
L. Crumley, has carried the orphans’ cause

Interesting Incidents—What Has 
Been Done—Gifts and Needs of the 
Home. 

A mother in the grave, a father in the 
jail for a year, a grandmother with no 
tender love for her daughter’s children, 
thus two little boys of one and three years, 
wanted by no one, sick, homeless, penni- 
less, are thrown out upon the world, but 
find the doors of the Orphans’ Home at 
Decatur are wide open to them The 
teething baby of just a year old is very 
emaciated, just. skin and bones—'‘‘the most 
miserable sight I ever saw,’ says President 
R. A. Hemphill. Why, 
emaciated Mother Taylor had to sit up 
all night with him the night after he came. 
Poor little fellow! His eyes opened in a 
sad world for him, with his mother in her 
coffin and his father a drunkard and now 
in jail. 

Did you ever think of the pitifulness of 
such cases? They can’t choose their pa- 
rents. They must suffer from hereditary 


tendencies against their wiils. They need 
just the chance in such Christian orphans’ 
homes as this of the Methodists at De- 
ecatur to get away from the wicked ten- 
dencies by the sweet influence of Christian 
surroundings and _ inspirat’ons. Society 
owes it to the children to give them a 
chance to become goowtl citiezns. Society 
owes it to itself to give those born of vi- 
cious. parents or early thrown into vicious 
surroundings a chance to become such no- 
ble citizens as that they will not have to 
go on in the ways of their parents and 
then have to rear up their children in the 
same vicious surroundings as they are in. 
It will save a thousand pernicious influ- 
ences from their work on your children, 
yourselves and your government to save 
these children, This the churches can do 
better than the state, for it requires the 
strongest religious influences to change 
these hearts, and the state cannot use 
these and be impartial to the various 
churches. 

Many incidents of those from the very 
bottom socially could be shown whereby 
coming under strong religious influences a 
new life has been brought out, developing 
into noble manhood and womanhood. Here 
in this home the orphans are trained to 
systematic, industrious habits, taught in 
the schools and led to the foot of the cross 
to learn of Jesus. 

This home has long been cramped for 
room, so that in five years about 250 little 
ones have had to be refused admission. 
Even during the early part of this year 
there were so many applications for “ad- 
mission that the home did not have the 
room to receive them. During this year 
about 121 children have asked admission. 
It was therefore an absolute necessity to 
enlarge. ‘Therefore the present building 
was enterprised by the noble trustees, of 
whom Mr. R. A. Hemphill is president, Mr.

A great deal of the successful manage 
ment of the building and of the home is 
due to the very earnest, watchful care of 
the president of the trustees, Mr. R. A. 

He ts constantly securing posi- 
tions for the boys and girls going out, and 
is ever watchful for their interests. He, 
with the other trustees, George Muse and 
Asa G. Candler, feel that these orphans are 
almost their own children, and no sacrifice 
is too great for them. e 

This year twenty-four homes have been 
secured for them. This is one of the noblest 
parts of tha work. Three little children 
of Baptist parentage came in from Rome 
from utter poverty. These are now adopt- 
ed fully and are the only children of three 
homes, whose father’s are worth probably 
$50,000 together, besides each of them is 
deeply Christian. One of these writing 
the agent said: “I would not take a world 
for Nellie,”” Another wrote: “I don’t see 


-how we could love a child of our own more 


than we love sweet little Donald.” God 
really proves again Tn these homes and in 
the orphans’ home that he is a real father 
of the fatherless.. 

Little Willie whose picture is on this page 
was found last winter with just the one 
garment on him as taken in the photo- 
graph. A good Christian took him home and 
nursed him several weeks before they 
could send him to us, His little brother of 
three years had by exposure and starva- 
tion died this Jast winter, and if it had 
not been for the open door of the home 
Willie would probably have gone too.

The size need- 
ed is $5x40 feet, two stories high in perfect 
conformity to the building built by Rev. 

The present number of 
children cannot be seated in the present 
little dining room and there must be a 
new one. Above it will be this spacious 
dormitory for the small girls that can easi- 
ly hold forty pretty little iron beds. 

There are applications before the trus- 
tees now for admission that meaas saving 
little orphans from the fiendishness of a 
lost life. 

This home is one of the very best “doors 
of hope,’’ because it saves the girls from 
going astray. If each of us would think, 
oniy think, of the helplessness and unpro- 
tected condition of our sweet little girls or 
sisters, if we were dead, would it not move 
us to give liberally, to give this noble 
institution all the room and means it 
needs. 

This addition is to be a memorial one. A 
beautiful slab of marble is to be put in, 
and on it will be chiseled the names of 
all the friends or of some loved one of 
theirs living or in glory, who give the 
home any amounts from $5300 down to $10.

Formerly, in making an annual report of 
the work of the Home for tke Friendless it 
has seemed necessary to review the history 
of the institution to a certain extent, show 
how it was begun and how it has prospered, 
but today, after eight years, there can be 
mo such necessity.

During the meeting here of the woman’s 
congresses, there were few papers read 
more evident in brilliarcy than that of 
Miss Sadie America, coTresponaing secre- 
tary of the National Council of Jewish Wo- 
men, The paper was a complete yet brief 
history of the order from its inception to 
that time, and she not only impressed her 
hearers among all creeds, but was the 
means of establishing here the Atlanta sec- 
tion of the association, It partakes of a 
religious nature, and presents its claim to 
full fellowship in all that pertains to the 
welfare of humanity and the realization of 
man’s ideals. , 

In an address recently delivered by the 
national president, Mrs. Henry Solomon, 
she explains that the association is organ- 
ized as a religious society because it is only 
in that respect that the women of the 
Jewish creed are different and distinct from 
their neighbors, and hence only in work 
pertaining to their religion need they sep- 
arate. : 

The fist meeting of the Atlanta division 
occurred October 56, 1895, and the following 
well-known and prominent women were 
elected officers: President, Mrs. Julius 
Alexander: vice president, Mrs. Rosa 
Brandt: secretary, Mrs. Julius Sum- 
merfield: treasurer, Mrs. Jacob Elsas; 
board of directors, Mrs. Annie T. Wise, 
Mrs. Adolph Shulhapher, Mrs. Joseph Eich- 
berg, Mrs. David Liebermuth, Mrs. .Isaac 
Hirsch, Miss Isabel Lazaron, Miss Ida 
Guthman, -Miss Clemmie Haas and Miss 
Ada Brady. 

The Atlanta section is divided into cir- 
cles, consisting of members who meet week- 
ly. At these meetings portions of the Bible 
are discussed, some member reads a pa- 
per, giving full explanations of various 
biblical questions. ‘“‘Graetz’s History of the

LEGISLATORS MUST PAY FARE 


Bill Also Punishes Those Extending 
Such Privileges to Officials. 


SOLICITORS R’ QUIRED TO. PROSECUTE. CASES 


Senator Carter Thinks It a Dangerous 
Practice for Legislators To 
Ride on Free Passes. 


Yancey Carter, the populist senator from 
the thirty-first district is down on the 
practice of public officers acepting free 
passes from railroads and frankage from 
other corporations. He has introduced a

from any powerful corporation, such as a 
railroad, that would place them under the 
slightest obligation to such corporation. 

The thirty-first senator is a popul'st dyed 
in the wool, and he believes that no public 
Officer should accept frankage from any 
railroad corporation, but that they shouid 
be placed even above suspicion when it 
comes to voting upon measures that affect 
the raliroads. He believes that the prac- 
tice followed by almost every public officer 
of the country a Gangerous one-one that 
threatens the perfect freedom of the great 
legislative bod!es of th's country. 

Senator Carter introduced the bill at the 
session of the senate yesterday. The title 
reads as follows: 

“An act entitled an act to prchibit rafl- 
roads, express, telegraph and _ telephone 
companies and all their agents from ten- 
dering or giving any person elected or ap- 
pointed to any publ’c office tn this state 
any free ticket, pass transportion, frank- 
ing privileges, rebate or discriminatign in 
any railroad, telegraph, telephone ur ex- 
press rates to prohibit the acceptance of 
the same by such officer or officers, to make 
certain witnesses competent to testify 
in certain cases; to provide for the enforce- 
ment and prescribe the penalties for the 
violation of the provisions of this act, 
the provide for the removal from office 
the prosecuting officers.’’ 

The bill is a long one containing seven 
sectiors. 

Section 1 of the bill provides that no 
public officer or person elected or appointed 


/ to a public office under the laws of this 
| state shall ask for or accept, or consent to 
rece ve for his own use or for the benefit 

of another any free pass, free transporta- 


tion, franking privilege or discrimination’ in 
railroad, telegraph, express or telephone 
rates from any person or corporation, or 
make use of the same himself or in conjunc- 
tion with another. 

Any public officer violating this section 
Shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and shall 
be punished as prescribed in section 4310 
of the old code and shall forfeit his office 
at the subt of the attorney general in the 
circuit where he lives. 

Any corporation, or officer, or agent there- 
of, who shali offer or promise to a parbiic 
officer any such free pass or franking privi- 
lege shall also be deemed guilty of a ms- 
demeanor, 

No person or officer or agent of a corpor- 
ation giving any such franking privilege 
or discrimination hereby prohibited shall be 
privileged from testifying n relation there- 
to, though there is a provision in the bill 
which says that no such testimony shall be 
used to prosecute the corporation, or its 
agent, giving such testimony. 

There ts a d fference between the penalty 
inflicted upon the person rece:ving the frank 
and the person or corporation bestowing it. 
The officer receiving the frank may be fined 
not exceeding $1,000, or not less than $100, 
while the person bestowing it may be fined 
as high as $3,000 and not lesa than $500, or 
may be committed to the penitentiary for 
as long as three years. This is an enlarge- 
ment upon the regular fines prescribed for 
misdemeanor cases and a separate section 
of the bill provides that this enlargement 
be made to have effect in the way men- 
tioned. 

It shall be the duty of the solicitor gener- 
al to prosecute any person charged with 
violation of any provision of the act which 
may come to his knowledge by affidavit of 
a responsible citizen. Under the provisions 
of the act it is not necessary that the grand 
jury find a bill against the offender. Any 
responsible citizen may appear with charges 
and prefer them before the solicitor general 


| of the circuit in which the offender lives, 


and should the solicitor fail to prosecute the 
offender he shall be removed from office by 
the governor, if, after due inquiry, he shall 
be deemed gulity of failure to prosecute, 
The inquiry by the governor is to be insti- 
tuted on information furnished to him by 
any responsible citizen or citizens of this 
state. 

A simfar bill to the-one introduced by 
Senator Carter has been twice defeated by 
previous legislatures. Senator Carter, how- 
ever, is hopeful that the.measure will pass 
this time. 

In the senate it will receive the united 
support of the poulists, seven in number, 
and will also be supported by some demo- 
crats. Senator Kilpatrick has promised the 
author of the bill to make a speeth in fa- 
vor of its passage,.and other democrats 
have promised their support. 

Senator Carter said of the measure that 
he had favored !{t for a-fong time, and 
though it might not pass this legislature, 
it was sure to pass in a few years. He said 
that public opinion, regardless of party, 
would force the enaction of such a law.”

The legislators have gone to the peace 
and quiet of their firesides, and today per- 
haps they will feel grateful for the short 


release from the turmoil of the past three 


weeks. 

They come back tomorrow to take up 
the fight again. What changes will be reg- 
istered in the sentiment of the members 
when they return cannot be calculated 
upon, but the visit home may change the 
views and vote of many. They may bring 
back new lights on the situation. 

Less than a dozen legislators will be here 
today. They were glad enough to get away 
after what they have gone through during 
the week. Such political contests as they 
have been participants in during the past 


three weeks do not come often in a life-. 


time, and when they do come they wear 
upon the nerves. 

There is little that is new to record of yes- 
terday’s happenings. The situation show- 
ed no changes. 

Only Two Candidates Active. 

The two active candidates in the fleld yes- 
terday were Captain Howell and Hon. Steve 
Clay. Neither of these warriors receded one 
inch in the fight they are making. Both 
pressed ahead, and the smoothness and good 
feeling prevailing over the situation was re- 
marked upon by all. The most absolute 
good feeling obtains. There is no bitterness 
or feeling between the candidates, and 
they are conducting their campaign with- 
out resort to small personalities or to per- 
sonal abuses: The candidates met several 
times and exchanged thearty and friendly 
greetings. This good feeling extends to 
their supporters, and all along the line of 
battle, and whichever wins, the result will 
be gracefully accepted. 

Capt. Howell’s Friends Confident. 

Captain Howell’s friends claimed last 
night that he had much the best of the 


. fight. It is stated that many new support. 


ers are in the camp of Captain Howell an@ 
the volume of his support has swelled won- 
derfully since adjournment Friday after- 
noon. He has had numerous accessions to 
his side of the fight. 

Captain Howell’s vote will run up sur- 
prisingly tomorrow afternoon, it is said, 
and if it happens that Mr. Lewis is not in 
the race, it will be added to at lcast fifteen 
mcre, This fifteen is exclusive of the ac- 
cessions which Captain Howell has receiv- 
ed since Friday, and comes from Mr. Lew- 
is's votes. Captain Howell received Thurs- 
day afternoon fifteen of the votes which 
Mr. Lewis received in Friday afternoon's 
caucus. This vote belongs to Mr. Lewis’s 
original strength. 

Mr. Lewis will be voted for in tomorrow’g 
caucus, it was stated yesterday, and many 
of his friends say that his chances of win- 
ning are now better than ever. No expres- 
sion has been received from Mr. Lewis as 
to whether he will continue in the race. He 
went home Friday afternoon and was tele- 
graphed by Congressman Howard that his 
name had been put up in caucus without 
authority. 

It was announced around the Kimball yes- 
terday afternoon and last night that Mr. 
Lewis would again be voted for Monday, 


but this tsatement has not come from any, 


of the leaders of his former campaign. 
Mr. Norwood in the Race. 

Hon. Thomas Norwood, of Savannah, will 
be in the race tomorrow. Mr. Norwood was 
in Atlanta up to Friday evening, when 
it-is stated he left for Bryan county, It 
Was stated by two or three members of 
the general assembly last night that Mr. 
Norwood was certainly in the race, and this 
announcement came by wire from Savan- 
nah, 

No other new candidates have so far been 
brought forward and there seems to be 
no likelihood of any. There has been much 
Bossip, but no genuine movement to bring 
out other candidates appears to have been 
made. 

Headquarters Closed Up. 

Many chose to regard Governor Atkinson 
as a probable factor in the balloting tomor- 
row, but this was unjust to the governor

out for. good, His friends so declare, and 
the attitude which the governor assumed 
upon his retirement makes this pretty cer-

The governor yesterday closed up his

| REVIEW OF THE WEEK’S 
EXCITING FIGHT.

\ Story of the Red Hot-Senatorial 


Contest Which Has Been Rag- 
ing at White Heat all 
the Week. 


The past week's history embraces the 
most exciting incidents in the political an- 
nals of Georgta. Politicians from every 
part of the state have been massed here in 
great numbers to exercise influence in 
favor of the several candidates who have 
been voted for for the United States sen- 
ate. Many changes came about during, 
the week and each day some new phase 
was presented. 

The voting commenced in caucus last 
Monday afternoon. Five candidates were 
in the fleld. Neither claimed enough votes 
to elect. Some of the zealous friends of 
Governor Atkinson had made claims that 
he would poll seventy-five votes on the 
first ballot. None of the other candidates 
claimed more than forty votes and at 
least one of them claimed less. The race 
had been in progress for two full weeks 
and every one expected that although no 
candidate appeared to have enough votes 
to win the nomination, the forces 
would unite upon some man and a selec- 
tion would be made. Only a few of the 
more experienced politicians predicted 
that a deadlock would occur. But no re- 
eult was reached at the session Monday; 
the caucus Monday night was equally 
fruitless and the subsequent caucuses up 
to the present time have failed to find 
the winner. Thirty ballots have been 
taken. Nearly a dozen candidates have 
been voted’ for. A week has passed and 
the end is not yet. 

When the caucus met Monday after- 
noon the capitol corridors were thronged 
with the friends of the candidates eager 
to hear the result. The first ballot was 
a distinct surprise. Governor Atkinson’s 
vote was smaller by at Jeast ten votes 
than had been expected, and Mr. Clay’s 
vote was one vote in excess of the esti- 
mates made by himself and his mian- 
agers. The announced candidates upon 
the opening of the caucus were Mr. Clay, 
Governor Atkinson, Captain Howell, Hon. 


-H. T. Lewis and. Colonel James W-. Rob- 


ertson, General Evans had been mention- 
ed as a probability and it was not a‘’sur- 
prise that he received thirteen votes on 
the first ballot. 

The first ballot gave Clay 46, Atkinson 49, 
Howell 36, Lewis 20, Evans 13, Robertson 8. 
General Evans was voted.for sporadically 
during the twelve ballots taken Monday 
afternoon and Monday night. Colonel 
Robertson dropped out of the voting after 
the third ballot. The twelve ballots taken 
during the two sessions Monday produced 
no material change and left the race ap- 
parently in a close deadlock. The twelfth 
ballot taken at 11 o’clock Monday night 
showed that Mr. Clay had gained one, 
Governor Atkinson had lost two, Captain 
Howell retained his original strength, Mr. 
Lewis had gained four and General Evans ; 
had gained five. There were many varia- 
tions in the voting and during the ballot- 
ing Captain Howell ran up as high as 
forty-five and Mr. Clay reached fitry- 
seven. Governor Atkinson’s highest vote 
was fifty-three. 

The situation, was still more complex 
Tuesday. No apparent progress was made 
by any of the candidates and it was.cer- 
tain upon the assembling of the caucus 
Tuesday afternoon that no candidate had 
made gains sufficient to win the nomina- 
tion. The eleven ballots taken on the 
second day came no nearer reaching the 
result than the twelve ballots taken on 
the first day. The voting opened with 
some changes, but they were not sigtnifi- 
cant. 

The first ballot on the second day show- 
ed that Mr. Clay had received 56, Governor 
Atkinson 49, Captain Howell 32, Mr. Lewis 
92 and General Evans 6. Many scattering 
votes were cast during these ballotings 
and the Hon. Louis F. Garrard, of Colum- 
bus, received thirteen votes during two 
ballots. Mr. Fleming duBignon, Hon. 
Henry G. Turner, Hon. Robert Berner, 
Hon. N. J. Hammond and Rev. Sam Jones 
received votes ranging from one to three 
each. The balloting closed without making 
any apparent progress in the voting. 

It was apparent that the legislature was 
verging closely on a deadiock, and to give 
the eandidates time to build up their fences 
and if possible to simplify the situaticn, the 
caucus adjourned until Thursday : after- 
noon. In the meantime Hon. Hal T. Lewis 
withdrew from the race. 

Mr. Lewis called a caucus of his friends” 
and stated to them that the conditions un- 
der which he had entered the race did not 
seem to justify his reinaining longer in it, 
and therefore, to prevent any further dead- 
lock, he would retire. He stated to them 
that he had then gone into the race at the 
earnest solicitation of friends, beileving 
that there might be a deadlock, and that 
tis candidacy might afford the legislature 
an oppertunity to compromise a very 8€- 
rious situation, but it had appeared from 
the voting that his continuance in the race 
would only serve to intensify the complex- 
ity of the situation, and he accordingly 
withdrew. 

Then, again, the prophets were of the 
opinion that the race would come to an end. 
With Mr. Lewis out they figured that it 
would be an easy matter for the Icgislature 
to make a choice. But again they were 


‘wrong. Thursday the tired and worn mem- 


bers continued the bulloting, and after five 
ballots adjourned as far from an end ap- 
paremtly as at the beginning. Only three 
candidates were seriously voted for in the 
five ballots that were taken Thursday. Mr. 
Clay opened with 68 and closed with 5. 
Captain Howell opened with and closed 
with 59. Governor Atkinson opened with 
48 and closed with 46. The slight variation 
during) the five ballots was not significant. 


Last Session of the Caucus. 
A more important change in the situation

ing had clearly demonstrated that the oppo- 
sition to Governor Atkingon on account 
of the menace of another election was too 
strong to permit of his election. It was platn- 
ly shown that his strength even after the 
withdrawal of Mr. Lewis, and after Colo- 
nel Robertson had dropped out of the bal. 
toting, could not exceed 60 votes, and the 
temper of the legislature, as well as the 
manifestation of sentiment throughout the 
State was such as to convince all of the pol- 
iticians that the governor was not a pos- 
sibility. The governor’s support had been 
firm and loyal but it was against over- 
whelming odds and that it was not success- 
ful is far from being remarkable. At a 
caucus of his supporters held just before 
the meeting of the legislative caucus Fri- 
day, Governor Atkinson withdrew from the 
race, 

Friday morning a letter was written to 
the governor by ten of his leading support- 
ers advising his withdrawal. The letter 
stated that the feeling against another 
election was such that those who had sup- 
perted him felt constrained to ask him to 
retire from the race. They said that his 
self-respect, his duty to his party, de- 
manded this and they respectfully urged 
it upon him, In reply to this the governor 
thanked his supporters for the loyal sup- 
port they had given him from the first. 
stated that he, too, recognized the strong 
opposition presented by the feeling against 
another election; that this feeling had been 
heightened by the democratic defeat in the 
national election; that the people were 
tired and harassed by the many elections 
of the year and that he realized how 
strong was the feeling against bringing 
about anoiher one. He accordingly with- 
drew from the race and announced to the 
Caucus that the members who had stood 
by him from the first were free to vote 
for whichever candidate they choose; that 
he was out of the race and would not at- 
tempt to influence their action. 


But This Did Not End It. 


The retirement of the governor, the poli- 
ticilans felt sure, would quickly end the 
deadlock, but again they were mistaken. 
The. unexpected happened and instead of 
the race being run out with only Clay 
and Howell in the fleld, the two remaining 
original candidates, Hon. Hal T. Lewis 
was again placed in ntomination. This was 
a distinct surprise to all sides. When it 
became known there were some who 
charged that it was a political trick on tlie 
part of some of those interested in. the 
race. But investigation showed that it 
Was only the unauthorized act of an en- 
thusiastic friend. 

Mr. Lewis was placed in nomination by 
Mr. Reed, of Bibb, his warm friend and 
kinsman, and all that prevented a nomina- 
tion being made Friday afternoon was the 
rallying of Mr. Lewis's former support 
back to his standard. They came back to 
@ man, and the votes he received and the 
votes cast for Mr. Garrard, prevented a 
choice, 

On the first ballot Friday Mr. Clay re- 
ceived 81 votes, which is the highest num- 
ber he has received at any time during the 
race; Captain Howell received 66, Mr. 
Lewis 19, Garrard 11, General Evans 1 and 
Mr. Henry G. Turner 3. This high vote 
for Mr. Clay led his friends to believe that 
he would easily be nominated on the ensu- 
ing baliot. Many of his friends from Ma- 
rietta were present in the corridors and 
received the news with shouts of enthusi- 
asm. But the thirtieth ballot placed a 
check on their hopes. Mr. Clay’s vote fell 
back to 77, Captain Howell received 5657, Mr. 
Lewis 26, Garrard 7 and Hon. Henry G. 
Turner 4. 

What Might Have Been. 

What might have been the result had 
another ballot been taken is a matter of 
pure conjecture, Mr. Clay’s friends claim 
that he would have been nominated. The 
opposition claim that his vote would have 
continued to fall off and that his support 
would have decreased had the balloting 
continued, until his defeat was made sure. 

But no other ballot was taken. After the 
completion of the last ballot a motion to 
adjourn was made, It was stoutly op- 
posed and a division of the body was nec- 
essary. The motion passed by the narrow 
margin of one vote, the vote being 82 to 
81. The impression prevailed generally that 
the adjoyrnment was a defeat for Mr. 
Clay’s forces in the caucus, as they had 
strongly opposed it. Howevar this may be, 
both sides left the aapitol confident of 
victory. 

Mr. Clay’s friends claimed that the fact 
that he had received 81 votes was evidence 
that he stood a splendid chance of win- 
ning. They claim that had the balloting con- 
tinued he would certainly have been nomi- 
nated, and on the other hand, it was de- 
clared that had Mr. Clay’s support been 
strong and compact it would not have 
fallen from 81 to 77. The opposition declares 
that with the strong adivantage of $1 
votes to his credit, Mr. Clay should have 
easily forged ahead and gained, if not 
enough votes to elect him on the next 
ballot, certainly enough to make him an 
easy winner on the second. 

But his vote fell back to 77, and this, the 
opposition says, is evidence that the 81 
votes he received were not enthusiastic 
ones. The balloting Friday afternoon ended 
the fight in the caucus for the week. Yes- 
terday the candidates were still active. Mr. 
Clay and Captain Howell both circulated 
among the legislators gathered at the Kim- 
ball and both wore smiles of confidence. 

Only the result of next week's balloting 
can tell just which of these smiles was 
warranted.

Thomas F. Ryan, of New York, who ts 
at the Arlington, tonight confirmed the 
statement issued this afternoon by the 
Mercantile Trust and Deposit Company of 
Bavtimore, that the pooled stock of the 
Seaboard and Roanoke railroad, controlling 
the Seaboard <Air-Line, held by the Hoff- 
Man interest, had not been delivered to 
him under the forty days’ contract and 
that no information could be obtained con- 
corn'nge the amount of stock held under 
the option by the pool. 

Mr. Ryan also confirmed the furthe. 
statement that he had accepted and paid 
for the Seaboard stock, covered by Genera] 
Gill's option, which is between 2,000 and

Potatoes form a 
very important part cf the traffic of such 
reads as the Wisconsin Central and the 
Northwestern and the Chicago, Milwaukee 
and St. Paul. This is especially true of 
the Wisconsin Central.

DYNAMITE DOES DEADLY WORK. 
Two Men Are Killed, One Fatally 
Hurt and Others Injured. 
Niagara Falls, N. Y., November 14.—By an 
explosion of about thirty pounds of dyna- 
mite in the office building of E. D. Smith 
& Co., contractors, in charge of the exten- 
sion of the wheel pit and tunnel of the 
Niagara Falls Power Company, at 8 o’clock 
this morning, two men were instantly kill- 
ed, one fatally injured, three others sevete- 
ly injured and a number of others cut and 

bruised by flying rock and debris. 

The office building, wu frame etructure, 
40x15 feet, was totally demolished, and 
windows and buildings many yards distant 
were broken by flying stones. The dead 
are: 

HAKKEN HAMMER, general manager, 
of Potsdam, N. Y., formerly of Denmark. 

ALBERT REYNOLDS, a negro working- 
man, forty years of age. 

The injured are: John Pickett, stonecut- 
ter, foreman, about forty years old, badly 
injured about head and body; will die. John 
Robbins, injured about face; may lose his 
sight. George Barton, fireman of a Niagara 
Junction railroad locomotive, which was 
standing on a treck nearby, was cut about 
head, but not seriously. 

From what can be learned of the accident, 
Reynolds had just thawed out the dynamite 
in the powder house, some distance away, 
and had brought it- ever to the office, pre- 
paratory to preparing it for a blast, when 
in some manner it was exploded.

SUDDENLY MADE RICH. 


A Fresh Water Sailor Falls Heir to 
$2,000,000. 
From The New York Herald. 

Richard Pilkey, a young man, formerly 
employed on the Erie Canal, gave up the 
life of a fresh water sailor yesterday and 
boarded the noon train for the west, w.th 
a letter in his pocket which proclaimed 
him the heir to property in Michigan worth 
$2,000,000. He thad just eashed a check at 
a local bank for $200, received from the 
agent of the estate. 

It was in 1840 that Aaron Pilkey, an en- 
terpr'ising Frenchman, came to America. 
He had about $5,000 cash as capital, and 
went straight to Michigan, locating in 
Mackinac county, in the northern part of 
the state. Land was cheap, and he pur- 
chased a large tract of it, building theron 
a log cabin. 

Pilkey met Nellie Gray, the daughter of 
a rich copper mine owner, in 1845, and they 
were married. Pilkey worked hard, and by 


1851 had improved h‘s farm and increased - 


his possessions so that he was worth $15,000. 
He bought cattle, and on part of his large 
farm conducted a cattle ranch, 

At the opening of the war the young 
Frenchman was worth $25,000, and was 
looked upon as the leading man of his 
county. He was drafted as a soldier, but 


| purchased a substitute and remained at 


home furnishing thousands of cattle to 
the government at big prices. In addition 
to this, in 1869, a rich deposit of copper was 
discovered on his land, and he commenced 
mining it with wonderful success from the 
start. The only child Aaron Pilkey had 
was born on October 3, 1870. He was named 
Richard Pilkey. When Richard was seven- 
teen years old he was sent to Chicago to 
college, and he had money without stint. 
His downfall was rapid. In 1892 he got into 
trouble, the nature of which he did not 
eare to state, and his father d’sowned him. 
He found himself in a big city without 
money and without friends. As a last re- 
sort he shipped on a lake steamer for 
Buffalo. When the boat arrived there he 
was paid off and was told that he was no 
longer wanted.

A. Wright has just completed his annual 
report, and it is now in the hands of the 
pringer. The report is from October 1, 1896, 
to September 30, 1896. 

The report is a document of unusual in- 
terest. and it gives the taxes rece'ved for 
the past year, from whom received and all 
facts pertaining to them that anyone would 
care to know. He gives an item zed state- 
ment of the disbursements of the treasury, 
showing for what the money of the state 

spent. 
got neat contains a table showing in 
detail the increase of the tax assessments 
for each year, beginning with 1879 and end- 
ing with the present year. This table 
shows that the taxes have increased every 
year, with the exception of the last two. 

Captain Wright states in his report that, 
though the taxable values of the past two 
years have been very low, he think that 
the low-water mark in reduced values has 
been reached, notwithstanding the fact 
that there has been no marked revival in 
general bus ness of the country. 

At the time the comptroller general made 
his report last year there was in the 
treasury $801,535.11. He has received and 
turned over to the treasurer since that 
time $3,089,995.44, making a total that has 
been in the treasury this year of $3,841,490.55. 
The treasurer has pa.d out duing the year 
for various purposes and to meet different 
papers $3,374,567.50, making the total amount 
in the treasury. at the time the report of 
this year was completed $466,923.03. 

The report contains much intormation of 
value to all interested in the value of the 
states’ property, and the most important 
part of it is as follows:

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WAS ABOUT TO SUE IRE DADE COAL CO 


To Prevent the Suit He Says the Com- 
pany’s Officials Schemed To Send 
Him tp the Penitentiary. 

Jerry Clayton, of Fulton county, a 
negro ex-convict, was brought before 
United States Commissioner Broyles yes- 
terday on a charge of counterfeiting. The 
negro had been released from the peni- 
tentiary only a few days, where he has 
served over seven years. He declared to 
Judge Broyles that his arrest was the 
result of a conspiracy against him and 
the story he tells of the cause of his 
trouble is rather extraordinary. 

Clayton has but one leg and he says 
the other was lost during his employment 
by the Dade Coal Company in the Dade 
mines and that he had determined to 
bring suit against the company to ré- 
cover damages for the loss of his limb. 

He insists that the accident which re- 
sulted in the amputation of his leg was 
wholly the fault of the convict lease com- 
pany and that he had a clear and sure 
case for damages against them He said 
that to prevent his bringing the _ suit 
against them the convict lease company’s 
officers planned to have him re-arrested 
and again sentenced to the chaingang. 
With this end in view Clayton said that 
the company’s officers induced Jim Jones, 
@ negro, to give him a package in which 
was a pair of counterfeit molds and some 
counterfeit quarters. He had these molds 
on his person when caught. He said that 
he thought Mr. Edgar Hughes, one of the 
witnesses against him, must have been 
prompted to testify against him by the 
convict company. 

Edgar Hughes was the principal witness 
in the case yesterday before Judge 
Broyles. He said that he found Jerry 
Clayton in Kennedy’s saloon on Decatur 
street several days ago and that Clayton 
showed him a pair of counterfeit molds 
anda number of counterfeit quarters and 
offered to sell him:a lot of counterfeit 
money. Hughes said that Clayton said 
he could make gold money as well as 
counterfeit silver money. 

Hughes testified that he went out and 
told Clayton that he would think about 
it and come back in a half-hour. Clayton 
remained in the saloon and in about half 
an hour Hughes came back with Detec- 
tive Dd Cason and Policeman T, P. Tay- 
lor. Clayton was arrested and the molds 


and counterfeit money were found in his 


pockets. 

The prisoner said that Mr. Hoke Smith 
was his attorney and would bring suit 
against the Dade Coal Company for the 
physical injuries he had received, He in- 
sisted that he was a victim of a scheme 
that was hatched up so that the suit for 
damages could not be brought. 

Jim Jones, the negro whom Clayton says 
gave him the molds in a package and 
asked him to keep them for him a few 
days, was not brought into Judge 
Broyles’s court yesterday. 

Clayton was sentenced to the Fulton 
county jail in default of $500 bond.

MORE STARTLING EVIDENCE WAS GIVER 


Mrs. Parish Heard the Fatal Shot and 
Saw Three Negroes—Other De- 
velopments of the Case. 


Yesterday was an eventful day in the Wa- 
ters murder case. Coroner Paden held an 
inquest tn the morning, and after examin< 
ing a number of witnesses, the jury brought 
in @ verdict of murder, recommending that 
George Perdue, Adolphus Bafley and Ea 
Morgan, the three negroes implicated in 
the crime, be held. 

Mrs. Anna Spinks, the sister of the mur- 
dered man, whs the first witness. She told 
how Perdve had stolen a dog from her 
Lrother two years ago and the two had had 
some herd feclings afterwards. Witness 
had also heard Perdue make a remark a 
year ago that he would yet live to lay Wil 
out of the way. Perdue had come to her 
house Wednesday after the day of the kill- 
ing. He had inquired if Will had been 
found, and looked guilty. 

T, L. Smith, a farmer living about four 
miles south of the city, stated he was going 
home from Atlanta Tuesday afternoon 
about 4 o’clock and saw Perdue and the ne 
gro together ncar J. L. Dickey’s farm. 
Both had guns and were coming toward the 
city. Witness has since identified Perdue 
as being the negro. 

Billy Howell, the watchman at the Hum- 
phrey’s street crossing for the Southern 
road, told how he saw Perdue and Waters 
going down the railroad tracks Tuesday 
mornings They both had guns and dogs. 

Jim Brown, the negro who states he saw 
Perdue, Bailey and Morgan sitting on the 
bank of the brook Tuesday afternoon, was 
Placed on the stand, and swore he had 
s:nce identified the three at the station 
house, 

Detective Hewitt stated that Ed Morgan 
had denied to him he had gone hunting with 


Waters on Tuesday, but was with Perdue. ; 


The detective had searched Morgan’s home 
and found a double barreled, muzzle-load- 
ing shotgun, but could not tell whose it 
was. County Officer Bradley swore that he 
and Officer Herrington had seen Waters on 
the new Pryor street road, followed closely 
behind by two other negroes. Bradley had 
— identified the first negro as being Per- 
ue, 

Waters’s dog was brought in and all w'it- 
nessea identified the animal as being tha 
Same one they had seen with Waters and 
the negroes on the day of the killing. 

The jury brought in the following verdict: 
“We, the jury find that William Waters 
came to hir death from a gunshot wound 
inflicted on his person at the four-m le post 
on the Humphreys street road. We find 
that George Perdue, Adolphus Balley ‘and 
Ed Morgan are implicated in said murder 
and recommend that they be held for the 
investigation of the grand jury. R. 
Kirkpatrick, féreman.”’ 

More Startling Evidence, 

Since Morgan and Perdue have been lock- 
ed up their tales of where they were on the 
day of the killing have been s gnificantly 
similar. In fact, only the slightest differ- 
ence in the version of the two prisoners has 
been detected. Detectives Conn and Iléw- 
ett, however, after some good work, have 
arrived at the secret of this significant fact. 

It has come to light that Ferdue and Mor- 
gan held two secret interviews. The last 
secret consultation is more suspicious thin 
the first. 

The first one was early Tuesday morning, 
the day of the killing, when Perdue went 
to Morgan’s home before daylight and the 
two talked together for some time. That 


was before the murdcr had been committed. | 


The next was Thursday morning at the 
Scme place and time of day, after it wa@ 
krown Waters had been murdered. 

The detectives are of the opinion these two 
interviews were held for the purpose of 
establishing an alibi, botn knowing they 
would probahiy be arrested on suspicion. 
But still further facts were discovered yes- 
terday morning, which indicate the estab- 
lis! ment of a fictitious alibi between the 
two negroes. 

Morgan Saw His Witnesses. 

Wednesday afternoon and ‘Fhursday 
morning Ed Morgan worked ass‘duously to 
establish an alibi before he was locked 
‘tn the stat’on house by Detective Conn, It 
has been found out that he went to sea 
several negroes in the southeri part of the 
city, whom he now names as the parties he 
and Perdue met while they were hunting 
together on the day of the killing. It is a 
significant fact that Perdue when asked 
whom he met on the eventful day while in 
the company of Ed Morgan, names identi. 
cally the same parties Morgan does. If 
their stories are not true it smacks of an 
agreement before arrest at those two se- 
eret interviews. 

Perdue was arrested Wednesday after- 
noon. Wednesday night Morgan slept but 
little. He went to the homes of John 
Payne, Henry Payne and Berry Rodgers, all 
colored, who live in the neighborhood of 
Greensferry avenue, in West End, and held 
consultations with them. Since then Slor- 
gan has named these three men as the cnes 
he saw out hunt'ng Tuesday with Perdue. 

Yesterday morning about 10 o’clock (ffi 
cer White arrested Henry Payne at his 
home and sent him to the station house on 
suspicion of being connected with Morgan 
in the establishment of the supposed al‘bi. 
Officer Hewitt questioned Payne catzetully 
in the detective’s office and he stated he 
had seen Perdue and Morgan ‘ogether in 
a field beyond Westview cemetery on Tues- 
day morning, about five miles from the city. 
They were running a rabbit in a field about 
a hundred yard from Payne, and he did not

killing. They were walking in that direc- 
tion and both had guns, and the negro was 
carrying five rabbits. The conductor de- 
scribes the kind of shirt Perdue wore at the 
time, and is positive the negro was Perdue. 

When the body was found Wednesday 
morning the brass charger of a shotpouch 
was found close by. This must have been 
carried by a man who owns a muzzie-lead- 
ing shotgun. 

Day before yesterday the detectives 
searched Perdue’s house and a doubie-bar- 
reled, muzzle-loading shotgun was found in 
his room. Waters’s gum was a breach-load- 
er, and he therefore did not necd a shot 
pouch. 

The county office-s who have been active- 
ly engaged on the case since the murder 
was committed did a good piece of work 
yesterday in discovering a most important 
witness for the state, whose evidence will 
go further toward convicting Perdue than 
that of any other witness sc far inter- 
viewed. 

Her riame is Mrs. Parish and she lives 
on the Humphreys road, four miles from 
the city, and only a few hundred yards 
from where the murder was committed. 
Mrs. Parish states that on Tuesday after- 
noon, just after sunset, she was hitching 
her horse at her barn and heard a gun 
shot. It was too dark, she says, to shoot 
a rabb:t or a squirrel, and Mrs. Parish 
thought strange of the firing at the time, 

Getting into her buggy she drove down 
the Humphreys road about twenty-five min- 
utes later. About a quarter of a mie she 
encountered three negroes with guns and 
dogs walking toward the city. As she pass- 
ed them she heard one remark: 

“‘We have killed the damnedest biggest 
rabbit today I ever saw.”’ 

Another of the party interrupted the 
speaker by saying: ‘‘Don’t talk so loud, for 
that lady might hear you.”’ 

Mrs, Parigh, struck by the remark, turn- 
ed in her buggy and took a good book at the 
three negroes. Her descript.on of them an: 
swers éxactly to that of Perdue, Morgan 
ard Bailey, the three negroes now held for 
the murder at the station house. 

The authorities have little doubt but that 
Mrs. Parish heard the fatal shot which senr 
William Waters to his doom and that she 
saw the murderer, or murderers, in the 
road a few minutes later. 


Think They Were Gambling. 

The county officers still hold to the the- 
ory that the negroes and Waters were gam- 
bling in the woods; that Waters had prob- 
ably won all the negroes’ money at either 
craps or poker, and that they k.lled him to 
recover it. 
There seems to be a contradictory impres- 
sion about Waters’s reputation. Some say 
he never gambled at all,’ while others af- 
firm that it was almost his sole occupation. 

Perdue is in some respects a changed man 
from what he was when locked in the sta- 
tion house. The strain of uncertainty 
which has been weigh ng on him has had 
its effect, and he looks thin and haggard. 

He still asserts his innocence and that he 
was not hunting with Waters on the day 
of the killing. He is exceedingly nervous,

WILL MEET MONDAY 


Criminal Branch of the Superior Court 
Convenes Tomorrow Morning, 


OSBORN WILL BE TRIED 


Number of Interesting Cases Have 
Been Set for the First Part of 
the Week for Trial. 


Judge John S. Candler will call the 
criminal branch of the superior court to 
order tomorrow morning at half-past 8 
o’clock in the pasement of the courthouse. 

The caleadar is unusually large and in- 
teresting and a number of cases have been 
set for an early hearing in which the’ pub- 
lic is interested. The court will continue 
through the entire week. 

One of the cases set for Monday is that 
of Ben Osborn, the murderer of Theodore 
Schrader. The story of the escape of 
Osborn from the home of his father, the 
murder of Schrader and the arrest of Os- 
born is still familiar. Since the young 
man’s confinement in jail he fas shown 
many symptoms of permanent insanity 
and this condition of his mind will make 
his trial on the charge of murder oniy 
the more interesting) tomorrow. 

The family of the murderer has retain- 
ed the firm of Glenn, Slaton & Phillips to 
defend Osborn, but the line of the de- 
fense has not been outlined and no inti- 
mation has been given of the manner in 
which the attorneys will proceed to de- 
fend the prisoner. 

It will be shown that the Yamily of 
Osborn had been active in its efforts to 
secure the arrest of the man and the 
brother of the murderer will testify that 
he appealed to the police and insisted 
that Ben Osborn be arrested, as it was 
shown that he was dangerous aud would 
cause trouble if allowed to be et large. 

The indictment against Osborn was re- 
turned by the grand jury a few days after 
the murder was committed and it will be 
on the indictment thet the case will be 
called tomorrow morning before Judge 
Candier. — 

The approaching trial of Osborn recalls 
the famous Carr trial, in which it was 
proved that the murderer was insane after 
he had killed his victim. The family of 
Osborn think that there will be no difficul- 
ty in showing that Osborn js insane, since 
he was examined by a physician before the 
murder and was pronounced crazy, 

The court will meet promptly at half-past 
8 o’clock, but several hours will probably 
be consumed in securing a jury betore any 
of the egidence is heard. A number of 
witnesses have been summoned and the 
legal fight that is to be made for the man’s 
life will probably fill the courtroom with 
eager spectators. 

Another Murder Case Is Set. 

Jim Hutchison, the negro charged with 
the murder of Lucius Banks, another ne- 
gro, will be tried for his life before Judge 
Candler before the week passes. Hutchison 
was arrested for murder which he is said 
to have committed several weeks ago 

The state will show that Ffutchison and 
Banks and a large number of negroes were 
in a cabin that is situated on the Cnatta- 
hoochee river road, near tho liitie station 
of Tampa. Hutchison left the house tand 
was followed by Banks. It is sa’'d Hutchi- 
son discharged his pistol as he passed 
around the corner of the house, and the 
bullet killed Banks, who was close upon 
the negro’s heels. 

The defense, which !s represented by At- 
torney Cuyler Smith, will show that the 
shoot.ng was an accident, .as Hutchison 
simply fired his pistol for fun, not know- 
ing that Ganks was within range. 

Other Cases Will Come Up. 

In addition to tne murder cases, there 
are a number of indiciments that will be 
taken up and disposed of. Some of the 
true bills charge burglary, stabbing, as- 
sault with intent to murder and various 
and sundry illegal acts.

PROCLAIMS THANKSGIVING DAY 


GOVERNOR ATKINSON HAS IS- 
SUED HIS PROCLAMATION. 


Designates November 26th as the Day 
and Recommends That It Be Ob- 
served as a Holiday. 


Trenksgiving Day will be observed 
throughout the state of Georgia on No- 
vember 26th. Yesterday morning Governor 
Atkinson issued a proclamation to that ef- 
fect. The proclamat'‘on is as folllows: 

“November 14, 189.—Thanksgiving Pro- 
clamation.—Georgi2a has had abundant rea- 
son during the past twelve months to be 
thankful. Peace has reigned within her 
borders: she has not been visited with pes- 
tilence, or famine, or epidemic; the floods 
and droughts have not cause any wide- 
spread destruction ;labor has enjoyed the re- 
ward of industry; her people have been pro- 
tected in their rights to life, liberty, pros- 
perity and the pursuits of happiness, and 
throughout her bordérs she has felt the pro- 
pitious influence of the development of ner 
resources, 

‘Therefore, I, Ww. Y. Atkinson, governor 
of the state of Georgia, in pursuance of a 
time-honored custom of the states, and in 
conformity with the proclamation of the 
president of the United States, and espe- 
cially in recognition of the Giver of every 
good, hereby designate and set apart 
Thursday, November 26th instant, to be 
observed as a day. of thanksgiving and 
praise, and I recommend that all secular 
occupations be suspended on that day, and 
that the people in their homes, as well as 
in their places of worship, render thankg 
to the Supreme Ruler for His countless 
benefactions. : 

“Given under my hand and the seal of the 
executive department at the capitol in the 
city of Atlanta, this, 14th day of November, 
1896.

CHILD WIFE INNOCENT 


Mrs, Jarman, Fourteen Years of Age, Is 
Found Not Guilty. 


MURDER WAS THE CHARGE 


It Was Alleged That.She Poisoned 
Members of Her Youthful Hus- 
band’s Family. 


DalHas, Ga, November 14.—(Special.)— 
Paulding superior coyrt has been engaged 
during the past few days in the trial of the 
case of the state against Mrs. Sallie Jar- 
man, charged with murder. The case is in 
some respects a most remarkable one. The 
defendant is a slip of a girl, a childish fig- 
ure in short dresses, who only passed her 
fourteenth birthday ~-last July. She looks 
less like a murderess than any criminal I 
have ever seen. It is almost impossible to 
believe that one with such an innocent- 
looking face could be guilty of such a hel- 
nous crime. Her manner is gentle, her 
features delicate and rather pretty. She 
is the daughter of Mr. Nathan Barron, a 
prominent and substantial citizen of this 
county, 

On the 22d of last March she was united 
in marriage to William Jarman, himself 
only seventeen years of age. During the 
‘next few days the bridal couple divided the 
time between the homes of Mr. Barron and 
Mr. George Jarman, the father of the 
groom. On the 3d of April while Mr. George 
Jarman and his wife had gone to Dailad, 
Sallie Jarman prepared the noonday meal 
for the family, which was very frugal, con- 
sisting of turnip salad, vinegar pie and 
coffee. The seven members of the family 
who drank the coffee immediately became 
very ill, and commenced vomiting violent- 
ly, from the old “Granny” Jarman down. to 
Httle two-year-old Mary. They continued 
to be very sick for several days, but all 
finally recovered except little Mary, who 
died on the following Monday, after a great 
deal of suffering. The only persons who ate 
the dinner who were not made sick were 
Sallie Jarman and a baby grandchild of Mr. 
Jarman’s, who had not taken any of the 
coffee, according. to the testimony of the 
state’s witnesses. Sallie Jarman was sent 
by the old “granny” several hundred yards 
to @ neighbors house for assistance. and 
was gone for two hours, leaving the family 
in that helpless condition. She claimed in 
her statement, however, that she drank 
some of the coffee, and that she was sick on 
the way to the neighbor's house, and this 
caused the delay.

Twelve days after the death of the 
child her body was disinterred and a post- 
mortem examination made by Dr. W. C.

A Baker Cyclist. 

Washington, D. C., is probably the first 
large city possessing a baker who has in- 
cluded the cycle in his business arrange- 
ments. His cart once possessed but two 
wheels and was pushed by hand. Now it 
has three wheels, a saddle, pedals and 
sprocket chain and the feet of its owner 
do all the pushing. Under the new system 
one man can deliver as much bread as two 
could formerly and the work is not nearly 
so hard. The vehicle looks like the ordi- 
nary tricycle delivery cart now used in 
the larger towns and cities and it is, in 
fact, the same in every respect, except 
that the box or body of it is elongated. It 
has been suggested that a small tricycle 
carrying crane for the purpose of lifting 
barrels, cases, or other packages of a like 
nature be made for use in factories and 
hotels. The idea embraces a small car- 
riage with one front wheel and two rear 
wheels, the objects lifted to be held up be- 
tween the latter. It would have a wide 
application in the government service and 
particularly around wharves. 

Many bicycle boats have been invented 
and some are in actual operation. Their 
widest commercial application so far, is in 
ferriage use. Strictly speaking they are 
unicycles, their one wheel being equipped 
with paddles and operated by means of 4 
sprocket chain connected to the pedals. For 
all practical purposes the ferry boats on 
which they are used, could be as well ope- 
rated by a dog tread-mill, the latter being 
connected to the paddle wheels by a belt 
running on tight and loose pulleys. 


The Wheel in the Air. 

The extended application of the bicycle 
in war is well known. It will be useful for 
laying land telegraph and telephone wire, 
for bearing messages and dispatches and 
other work of similar nature, but it is also 
capable of being mechanically applied to 
the transportation of guns of the Gatling 
or other rapid fire types; and thus we will 
have the bicycle gun. Given a Maxim gun 
and a wheel, a single man could work 
fearful havoc with an unsophisticated ene- 
my. In this connection also the bicycle am-

tice it permits of quicker and better work 
being done than with the common stretch- 
er. Several hospitals in large cities, al- 
ready have a: bicycle ambulance corps. The 
combination consists, generally speaking, 

f two machines and a stretcher, although 

ere is a very effective one in use which 
employs only one machine. In an asphal- 
tum paved city the bicycle stretcher is an 
institution of merit and is often in a posi- 
tion to render better service to the injured 
than the regular ambulance. In fact there 
seems to be no limit to the application of 
the bicycle as far as commercial or other 
necessary enterprises is concerned. That 
this fact is generally understood is evident 
from the increasing number of forms to be 
seen on every side. That it will increase 
must necessarily be the case, inasmuch as 
its economic advantages are too great to 
be ignored. Thus cycl.ng which originated 
as a pastime bid fair to assume the pro- 
portions of a great and serious social move- 
ment, the influence of which must be felt 
all over the world.

It is still a question as to whether there 
will be much vogue for flowered silks.

The looping’ upon ali occasions is made to 
fall from rosette knots, and unique enough 
quantities of fringes, feathers and ribbons 
are utilized to complete the effect of great 
elaboration. For example here is a door- 
way showing how peacock plumes are being 
adopted for interior adornment, because the 
peafowl in some way is closely connected 
with the Bourbons of our century. This 
door itself is framed first in carving that 
imitates the points of Japanese bamboo. 
This is all richly gilded and from the top 
fall two curtains of the thickest red satin, 
brocaded all over in big yellow and pea- 
cock blue figures. 

Upon these hangs the lambrequin of Au- 
busson velvet, in brilliant tone of peacock 
green, with blue and yellow designs on it 
and then, from a bow knot above the door 
frame, is looped a scarf on the loveliest soft 
yellow Japanese silk, edged with yellow silk 
fringe. Over the door is fastened a pyra- 
mid of peacock feuthers and below that the 
iridescent soft breast plumage of this same 
bird, set in two Oriental fan frames. Carv- 
ed rosettes of gilded wood and yellow 
satin ribbons serve to catch the silk drap- 
ery of either side of the door, and though 
all this bls ze of color may sound bewil- 
dering and in bad taste, the actual results 
are wonderful ard truly beautiful.

WINTER DRAPERIES. 


Draperies are distinctly the most im- 
portant of all features In the new autumn- 
nal decorations for houses, both small and 
great. Draperies, too, in the exact defini- 
tion of that word—not falling portieres and 
perhaps simple lambrequin at the doors, 
mantle shelves and windows, but yards and 
yards of fringed, embroidered and various- 
ly decorated fabric, looped and gathered 
wherever an opportunity offers, 

This winter, not only the chimney piece, 
but the mirror above it; the doors and beds 
the corner divans and dressing tables are 
all literally and completely dressed, for all 
of this is in strict complance with the pe 

} riod of a Bourbon king, whose fashions we 
have never imitated before. This time it is 
his majesty, Louis XVII, who has become 
the mode, and the style of decoration he em- 


Apparently the decorators who served by

Naturally an entrance or window, frilled, 
flowered and feathered in this style, costs 
the householder considerable, but as cheap- 
ly as one can buy inexpensive Louis XVII 
wali papers and chintzes, just as the frugal 
but progressive woman gan do over her 
cwn pretty rooms in charming machine- 
mace “Aubusscn tapestries, demasked cot- 
tons and Bauvais velours, with jute fringes, 
that deceive the eye and last as long as 
the genvine silk velvets and satin brocades. 

As might be expected, the latter are very 
costly, fcr all the Louis XVIII draperies 
ere of mcst fantastic weave and it is safe 
to say that interest was aroused in them 
by their very extensive use in Bernharédt’s 
revival of “La Dame aux Camillias.”’ 
Throughcut, the velvet, satin and silks, 
and even in the tapestry unholstery, deep 
rose and the varying tones of peacock 
green ard tlue predominate. Now where 
a bed is to be draped, a scalloped lambre- 
quin of velvet or velours must first be 
set on plain about the canopy top. At 
every ccrner large puffy cabbage knots of 
a soft satin or silk are fastened, with what 
are called jabot falls deepening from them 
and their wide fringed loopings of silk fes- 
tooned from point to point. Inside both 
lambrequins and curtains are nearly al- 
ways lined with thin rose silk and on wall 
hangings considerable use is made of the 
thick and heavy fringy tassels. 

Big conventionalized roses, arrows pierc- 
ing double hearts, tasseled trumpets and 
trails of varigated morning glories are the 
favorite designs woven into these decora- 
tive goods of the first half of the century; 
all of them a great relief from medallions, 
wreathes, fleur-de-lis and mintiuture ovals 
of the eighteenth century periods, so done 
to death in the past five years. 

The really most striking effect secured 
from this rage for swathing everything in 
folds and flutes of some goods or other, ts 
that most of the gilt and ormulu is blotted 
out of sight. In bedrooms even the tables 
are diligently petticoated and the mirrors 
carefully cuntained by a long gracefully 
festooned scorf, on three sides; but these 
bedroom draperies are done is flowered 
French cottons. They are not so crisp as 
crintz, nor have quite so much body, there- 
fore, they fall easily into festooned val- 
ances for the bed, looped scarfs and jabot 
cascades at chimney piece and at the win- 
dow are combined with white satin. 

The muslin, by the way, is neither dot- 
ted, tamboured, nor garnished with ruf- 
fles. It is a plain crisp white Swiss and 
it ought to hang on a ribbon drawstring to 
form a full short valance, covering only 
one-half and that, of course, the lower half 
of the window. metimes at the bottom 
it is finished by a deep hemstitched hem 
and again the lower edge is cut in scal- 
lops and completed with fine buttonhole 
stitching. It is a pretty idiosyncracy that 
in smart homes where these little window 
frills which are conspicuous all over the 
house have the family crest embroidered 
in white miniature just in their centers. In- 
stead of the crest a pretty initial is fre- 
quently used. 
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Thanksgiving will be a great day for the 
local racers.

The track at Piedmont park is kept in 
good condition and excellent time can be 
made on it. The fact that it is an outdoor 
track, however. causes it to be useless in 
wet weather and the need of an indoor track 
is demonstrated. . 

The racers have been promised that an 
indoor track will in a short while be erected 
in the old machinery hall. It is said that 
this track will attract racers from all over 
the country. 

Those who are at the head of the plan 
intend ‘to build a six-lap track and keep it 
in first-class condition the year round. Not 
only will local racers use the track, but it 
is expected that Atlanta’s excellent cli- 
mate will bring prominent northern riders 
here to train in winter without being inter- 
fered with by the weather. — 

It is the intention of the parties at the 
head of the movement to have rooms fixed 
up in the building so that visiting wheel- 
men who come here for the purpose of 
training can live at the track free of cost. 
This will be a great convenience to them 
since they will not be compelled to go out 
when the weather is disagreeable. 

Those in the city who are interested in 
racing matters are trying to bring Atlanta 
to the front and make a great racing city 
of her. Their attempt is meeting with the 
hearty co-operation of the rac'ng element 
of the city and there is every reason to be- 
lieve that they will be successful. 

Most of the prominent riders who have 
been trying for records have been riding at 
Nashville and Memphis during the past 
two weeks, and as a result of their efforts 
several records have been lowered and new 
records made. 

The racers’ did two weeks’ hard work 
and were kept itn fine training by their man- 
agers. The Nashville track was in fine 
condition and the riders were able to do 
good work there. It is one of the very 
best tracks in this country, and is a favor- 
ite with the record breakers. 

The track at Memphis is also one of the 
best in this country and all racers who 
have ever tried it are more than pleased 
with the many advantages offered there, 
Many records have been broken on its ce- 
ment.

he d roads question, which has been 
witale’ agitated by wheelmen throughout 
the United States, has caused a great 


~~ 
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amount of interest in the matter and some 
improvement in the roads. 

E. W. Perry, in an article in Bearings, 
of last week, gives some valuable informa- 
tion in regard to good and bad roads. He 
shows that the cost of good roads is not 
60 great as that of bad roads when the 
trouble and wear and tear of vehicles and 
animals is taken into consideration. 

He shows where American roads are 
worse than those of any other country and 
declares that they are a disgrace to our 
civilizatigh. ~ He says that the lack of 


method/in the management of public high- 
way ad imposed upon the people exces- 


sively heavy and altogether unnecessary 
burdens. Much better ways, he says, have 
been in use in other lands for generations. 

He gives some interesting figures, which 
show the difference between the cost of 
travel over a good road and a bad road. 
They are as follows: : 

The general average of the results shows 
that if two horses can pull one ton over 
an ordinary earthen road at a cost of, say 
$2.25, they can haul the same weight a like 
distance over an ordinary macadam road 
at a cost of 70 cents: over a good macadam, 
which is slightly muddy and wet, at a cost 
of 58% cents; over a good belgian block 
at a cost of 39 cents, and over an asphalt 
surface for 17 cents, It costs $1.87 to move 
the load over ordinary cobble-stone pave- 
ment; $3.12 to pull it as far over a loose 
gravel road, and $4.50 to drag that weight 
the like distance through a few inches of 
loose sand, such as is seen on many & 
highway.”’ 

A bicycle saddle that will suit all per 
sons and be ridden 6n with comfort by any- 
one has not yet been invented, though the 
attempt at getting one of this kind has re- 
sulted in there being placel on the market 
hundreds of saddles of various styles and 
makes. Out of this large variety it is im- 
possible for a rider to find a suitable sad- 
dle. 

It is known, however, that all does not 
depend on the kind of saddle used. It is 
necessary in order to get comfort out of a 
saddle to have it properly adjusted, Dif- 
ferent riders have different ways of ad- 
justing their saddles, but the question is so 
interesting and of so much fmportance — 
that many of them have studied the mat- 
ter very closely. 

In last week’s issue of the League of 
American Wheelmen Bulletin and Good 
Roads Mr. Walter L. Smith, a prominent 
rider of Salem, Mass., gives some points 
of the question of saddle adjustment that 
will prove of value to all riders. 

Says Mr. Smith: “No one thing will tire 
a rider so quickly as an improper adjust- 
ment of his saddle. If the saddle is, too 
high every revolution of the pedals causes 
the rider to slide from side to side, strains 
the muscles of the legs and back, and brings 
almost the entire weight of the body upon 
the end of the spinal column. If the sad- 
dle is too low the muscles of the legs aré 
cramped into an unnatural position and 
have no opportunity to relax themselves, 
If the saddle is perfectly adjusted the mus- 
cles of the legs have a little rest alternate- 
ly, as each pedal reaches the lowest point 

its revolution. It is estimated that the 
human heart rests nine hours every twen- 
ty-four. It gets this rest between beats. 
The muscles of the legs will rest in the 
same way at each revolution if the saddle 
is adjusted properly. 

“To get a proper adjustment, fasten your. 
saddle as nearly right as you can judge, 
and then sit on your machine. You will 
probably try several times. When you 
have it so that your heel will just touch 
the pedal at its lowest point and leave 
your leg perfectly straight you have it 
right, so far as height is concerned. The 
question whether the saddle shall be for- 
ward or back of the perpendicular post 
must be determined by the taste of the 
rider and the make of the wheel. My own 
saddle is in front, very close to the perpen- 
dicular. I ride day after day with my 
saddle adjusted as I have set forth, ana 
handie bars just low enough to throw a 
little weight upon my arms. If I get tired 
at all ‘I am tired all over,’ and not in one 
or two places; viz., the small of the back 
and the muscles of the legs. I therefore 
conclude that I have found the proper ad- 
justment for my saddle.”

WHAT CUBA COSTS SPAIN. 
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The Heavy Expense Which the HRevo- 
lution Has Entailed. 
From The New York Tribune. 

The well-informed and accurate Madrid 
correspondent of The London Standard, to 
whom the world is much indebted for news 
of Spanish governmental doings, gives a 
most interesting account of the strain to 
which the government is subjected on be- 
half of the Cuban campaign. The war 
minister, General Azacarraga, has display- 
ed great energy in providing troops, but he 
has been forced to resort to some extraor- 
dinary measures. At the outbreak of the 
war he called in some 15,000 men of the first- 
class reserve, and men of the classes of 1894 
and 1895, and even some of the class of 1893, 
who, after a few months of training, had 
been dismissed to the homes in order to 
lessen army expenses. Then he called for 
the 85,000 conscripts of 1895 some months 
before the usual time. These were boys of 
less than twenty years of age, fine subjects 
for an arduous foreign campaign in an un- 
sanitary country! No wonder many of 
those drafted were found to have fled from 
the country. No wonder, too, that no less 
than 18,100 of those who remained chose to 
pay the government a forfeit of $300 each 
rather than to be sent to the Antillean 
slaughter pen. This latter fact was, of 
course, a fine thing for the well-nigh bank- 
rupt Spanish treasury. It meant a windfall 
to it of $5,430,000, or enough to pay the cost 
of the war.for as much as two or three 
weeks. But it meant a military force of in- 
ferior quality, thé vacancies being filled 
with second-rate substitutes. 

This year there will probably be a similar 
harvest of forfeit money. The minister has 
called for the 1896 conscripts several months 
in advance, and thousands of them will 
seek release from duty which means proba- 
ble death. The milHtary census shows this 
year 182,757 ‘‘men’’—all lads under twenty 
years of age—liable to be drafted into ser- 
vice. Of these,. 20,777 are exempted for 


physical disability, 2,134 are temporarily ex- - 


empted, 6,268 are missing, 63,053 are held 
conditionally liable for service, and 90,525 
are actually summoned for active service. 
The places of such of these latter as pur- 
chase exemption—$300 from home service 
and $400 from colonial service—will be filled 
from the ranks of those conditionally 
drafted. No less than 40,000 of these un- 
seasonable lads, after two or three months 
of drill, are to be sent to Cuba, the first 
ef them arriving there before Christmas. 
Such are the troops with which Weyler 
hopes to crush the veteran legions of Gomez 
and Maceo! By such measures Spain has 
swelled her army to 300,000 men and boys 
in two years. n nineteen months she has 
sent 165,551 of them to Cuba. There were 
already here some 12,000, and 15,000 more 
volunteers, making a total of 192,551. This 
number has now been reduced to less than 
150,000, showing a fearful roll of deaths 
and disabilities on the fleld and in the hos- 
pital. 

Besides this appalling drain upon the 
young manhood of the nation, there ts a 
corresponding drain upon the treasury. 
Nineteen months of war have cost fully 
$90,000,000, and the present rate of expense 
is $11,000,000 a month. And still the end is 
not in sight. The insurgents are actually 
stronger than ‘ever before, in spite of. all 
the wealth and blood spent for their sub- 
jection. They have, says the correspond- 
ent, an unlimited recruiting ground in the 
majority of th® Creole population, whites 
and colored people alike, and an inexhausti- 
ble supply of arms, money and ammunition 
from their friends and sympathizers in the 
United States. That is quite true, and they 
will doubtless continue to enjoy these ad- 
vantages until the waning resources of 
Spain are completely exhausted.

Many Correspondents from the Various Schools of the City Heard 
| from this Week. 


The Night school was highly honored 

last Friday night. Our state school com- 
missioner, Dr. Glenn, Dr. Curry, who has 
charge of the Peabody and Slater educa- 
tional funds, and Judge Hammond, who is 
@ member of the board of education, spent 
the evening with us and talked to the 
boys. 
Dr. Glenn spoke first. He said he had 
more children than any man in Georgia— 
he estimated them at 650,000. He then 
told of the struggles and work-—«of John 
Howard, who reformed the English pris- 
ons. He especially emphasized the fixed- 
ness of purpose and steady zeal with 
which John Howard worked to complete 
his great. and glorious life work. In cofi-- 
clusion he cautioned the boys against drift- 
ing aimlessly through life and compared 
our lives to» an océan steamer, which, he 
said, could never make a successful voyage 
across the ocean without having its course 
mapped out and following that course. 

Mr. Hammond was then asked to speak, 
bet he dechned, saying he would rather 
hear Dr. Curry speak. The boys were dis- 
appointed, but forgot their disappointment 
when Dr. Curry commenced speaking. He 
said true manhood is not superior in phy- 
sical strength or keen senses, but that the 
mind proves the man, and illustrated by 
showing that animals have keener senses 
than men. He said: “If Corbett and Sulli- 
van are the best men in the world because 
they can hit harder than any one else, 
then a mule is a better man than either of 
them, because a mule can kick harder 
than they can hit.” 

He also urged the boys to concentrate 
their minds and energies on one point and 
not scatter. them about trying. first one 
thing and then another and accomplishing 
nothing at anything. As the sunglass can 
take the weak rays of the sun, and by 
concentrating.them burn up anything, so, 
he said, the mind could accomplish things 
that seemed too hard for it if it is brought 
to bear on one point. 

He said he was glad that we have a 
debating society, as there is no better place 
to exercise the mind, and he named some 
great statesmen who first learned to speak 
in dcbating societies: such as Henry Clay, 
W. L. Yancey and S. 8S. Prentiss. 

Dr. Curry then spoke of the trials of 
Abraham Lincoln in his effort to get an 
education and told us to appreciate the 
advantages we enjoy. Altogether, it was 
one of the most enjoyable evenings we ever 
spent at the Night school and we all felt 
encouraged by what we heard, and many 
boys resolved to work harder at their les- 
sons than ever. .

It ts, tn brief, regulating the clothing 
of the convict by his conduct Under the 
gystem now in vogue in all prisons, every 
convict wears the same uniform.The pris- 
oner whose instincts are vile, whose ideas 
are thoroughly steeped fn crime, is the 
game in the appearance that clothing gives 
es the man whose instincts are of a high 
grade, but who, through weakness ,has 
violated the, laws. : 

Penalogists have long held that the intel. 
ligent convict could be more thoroughly re- 
formed by mental processess or methods 
akin thereto, than by the physical penal- 
ties that prison rules have caused all of- 
fenders to suffer, This Its exactly the lea 
from which Warden E. G. Coffin, of the 
Ohio penitentiary, conceived his plan of 
helping the prisoners to reform by grading 
their clothing. There are to be three grades 

| one hardly different from the ordinary suit 
| of the civilian, while the other two bear in 

- @ greater degree the mark of the prison. 

' The accompanying illustration shows the 

‘.  warden's idea. It is clearly apparent that 

j “there will be plenty of motive for a man 

i who has repented for his crime and to 

4 whom the prison stripes are more than 


hateful, to so regulate his conduct that at 
least in outward appearance he will ‘be less 
apart fromthe world in which he once 
moved, The first grade of clothing is of 
Plain gray cloth, with nothing to indicate 
that it ds anything else than a citizen's 
suit. The second grade will consist of a 
gray and white checkered goods, and the 
third grade will be that of the present reg- 
ular stripes, as now worn by all, 


A prisoner upon entering the prison will 


| De placed in the second grade, and after the 


expiration of six months, without being 
reported for any infraction of the rules, 
will be entitled to be placed in the. first 
grade. Every prisoner in the Ohio peni- 
tentiary who is not reported for the vio- 
lation of a prison rule until January ist, 
will be permitted to wear the first grade 
uniform as soon as tt is possible to pro- 
cure it. The prisoner who, during the time 
mentioned, is reported for one infraction of 
the rules, will be eligible to the first grade 
ten days thereafter. The prisoner who has 
two reports against him.on January Ist, 
will not be eligible to the first grade for 
twenty days. If a prisoner has three or 
more reports against Rim, he will not be 
placed in the first grade until three continu- 
ous months have passed without an un- 
favorable report regarding him,

_ The Ohio penitentiary has long been 
pews by the-fact that the inmates there- 
an are treated with more humanity than in 
‘almost any other state prison. The policy 
_that actuated the authorities has been that 
‘men are much more inclined to renounce an 
evil life and to become good citizens if the 
attitude of the officials toward them is that 
which human beings might naturally ex- 
pect. It is held by the state authorities at 
, Ohio and by a great many penalogists that 
‘to bolster up a man's ambition and self- 
Fespect, is the surest way to drive out the 
bad that is in him, and to induce him to 
lead the life of a worthy member of so- 
clety. 

‘Much money has been spent and much 
effort wasted in the endeavor to bring 
about radical reform among the convicts. 
While a few of these experiments have, to 
a certain extent, proved successful, none 
of them have really achieved the purpose 
to accomplish which they were conceived. 
This is not because there has been a lack 
of co-operation on the part of the inmates 
of the prison, but for the reason that when 
the critical stage of experiment was reach- 
_ed, the essential principle necessary to win 
success was in some way lacking. 

It now looks, however, as if the right key 
had been struck at last, and that an era 
of prison reform such as has never been 
witnessed in any place, has been inaugurat- 
ed. This is the first time the facts re 
garding the experiment now  under- 
going trial have been presented to- the 
public in general, although the various pris- 
institutions throughout the United 


,of what is going on. The result is a sur. 
prising degree of interest, together with 
strong indications that the success of the 
idea in Ohio means that it will be tried 
in many prisons and in many lands, 

It is rather remarkable to observe when 
visiting the Ohio penitentiary the different 
expressions of the faces of the men there, 
as compared with the countenance of pris- 
oners confined.{n other places. The convict, 
as a rule, has a hang-dog appearance, the 
look of a man who is ashamed of his own 
existence; a man that is always fearful of 
.gome severe and uncalled-for discipline. At 
Columbus, however, convicts have a look 
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| that speaks plainer than words could make 
known, the fact that they are treated as 
if the last spark of manhood had not de- 
‘serted them. One result has been a sur- 
prising development of talent of various 
sorts among the men, a sample of which 
is shown in the new costumes presented in 
the picture which is given herewith. This 
picture was drawn from a dfawing made 
by one of the penitentiary inmates named 
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Myers. It was the first drawing he ever 
made and demonstrated beyond question 
that there was talent latent within him. 

Here is what Warden Coffin said to the 
assemibled convicts in the chapel regarding 
the change: : ree 

“In the first place I want to compliment 
you on your good appearance, not particu- 
larly your good looks, because many of 
you—like myself—cannot boast of that. Se 
it appears that most of you try to 
as well as you can under the circumstanees., 
But Iam sorry to say there are a few ex- 
ceptions. There is a boy over there who 
has a beautiful head of hair. I would give 
$1,000 to have such a one. But if I had it . 
I would comb it better than he does. 

“We have been pretty good boys during 
the past week. Our conduct has certainly 
been favorable—I believe the best we have 
| done yet. The reports for the week only. 
amount to 1% per cent of the population, 
showing conclusively, to my mind, that 
you are preparing to change your clothing. 
The change is most remarkable. We used 
to have from twenty-five to forty reports: 
every day, but that was not the case dur- 
ing) the past week. Each of you that keeps 
out of trouble shall have a suit of clothes 
that will not humiliate, but lift you up. 1 
believe in self-reliance and hope that you : 
will cultivate it yourselves.” 

The warden then read a decision reported. 
in the newspapets to have been rendered 
by the supreme court of the United States 
in a case sent up from Missouri—Moorse. 
versus United States—in which the habitual 
criminals law of that state was upheld as 
constitutional. He also told that the new 
provision in regard to grading clothing did 
not alter the past record of a prisoner’s 
conduct in its relation. to paroles or par- 
dons. 

In conclusion he said: ‘‘We owe you two 
talks—I don’t know but that we owe you 
more. If you keép on in this way we will 
have to let you talk at dinner every day, I 
guess, but I know you can talk today and 
hope you will all be careful in exercising 
the privilege, so as not to overstep the 
proper bounds. I want you all to keep out 
of trouble.” 

As the men will have to earn the honor 
of wearing the second and third grade 
suits, it will be some few weeks yet before 
the majority of them will proudly wear the 
insigna of respect and good behavior. 

By the time spring arrives the warden 
thinks there will be very few striped con- 
victs. The new system will doubtless be 
adopted in all penitentiaries shortly.

From Seedtime to Harvest.

To make that comprehensible let us begin | 
- enough to hold five tiers of tobacco. sticks 


at the beginn'ng—otherwissé the plant bed. 
It is a bit of virgin soik faintly sloping, 
with a southerly or-easterly exposure. In 
January it is th’ckly covered. with brush 
gnd small logs, which are then burned to 
ashes, thus not merely killing out vagrant 
seeds of grass and weeds, but occultly fruc- 
tifying the earth itself. When the burning 
is over, the tobacco seed, mixed with, ashes 


ers from the leaf axils. They must be 
broken away or they will rob the leaves of 
weight and substance, A tobacco field free 
of them, just as it verges to ripeness, is a 
sight to remember. There is something 
sentient about the big rich leafage of it, at 
morning locked across the rows, at night 
lifting itself at an angle that shall make 
the dewfall trickle down to the root. . 

At full ripeness the leaves curl and crisp 
till they seem but half their real size. They 


‘take on a peculiar mottled grainy surface, 


too, and are thick as leather to the touch. 


‘Then men.come with knives as sharp-edged 


‘as the sword of justice, slit each stalk down 
the middle, cut it from the root, and set 
the severed plant. upside down on the hill. 


When it has wilted it is-hung on oaken | 
sticks and goes to the barn. Usually it is | 


a log structure,.four square, and tall 
well above the fire. 


Firing, Shipping and Prizing the Leaf 
The floor is.of earth deeply trenched. 


‘ When the barn is full, logs go into the 


trenches, are set on fire and kept burning 
day and night, until the tobacco above them 
is a dry yellow-brown rattling mass. Two

massy timbers: -The hogshead is set un- 
cerneath, and packed as full as it will hold. 
Then a heavy heading is laid 
vpon the packing, and run down 
by means of screw and blocks, until 
the first filling is reduced to about one- 
fifth of its original bulk. The filling up 
and prizing are repeated until the whole 
cask is full, when it is headed, thrown out 
and rolled aside to await transit to the 
warehouse. 

Each of the great interior markets, Lou- 
isville, Richmond, Cinc'nnati, St. Launis, 
Henderson, Clarksville, has from a dozen to 
fifty of them. They are big buildings, full 
of broad, long spaces, into and out of which 
| tebacco rolls in steady stream through some 
eight months of the year. The men con- 
trolling them must have behind them capli- 
tal running up into the millions. They 
make advances to dealers, who, in turn, 
help the planters—dealer and factor alike 
dependent on the crop for reimbursement: 
Looking at and into the present complex 
commercial machinery one harks back with 
satisfaction to the earlier day when Rich- 
mond.and Petersburg were setting the 
standard for all things tobaccoy, ware- 
housing included. 

In the good earlier time, buyers gather- 
ed each morning and went from warehouse 
to warehouse, guided by the blowing of a 
horn, which told when and where their 
presence was required. And when it came 
to buying those good gentlemen discrimi- 
nated a full half cent in the pound against 
tobacco which had been “rolled” in from 
the back country, instead of coming by 
wagon. For in rolling the hogshead was 
laid upon the se, a big tron pin set in a 
hole. in each head, then shafts and cross- 
bar made fast to the pins and two horses 
hitched tandem in front: When.they pulled 
the hogshead rolled, a huge’ solid wheel. 
By time it had gone a mile it was So coat- 


on the doors and windows of the ‘bus; 
conductors watch with keen and suspicious 
eyes doubtful looking passengers, and yet 
all this energy seems to make little or no 
difference to the pickpockets.

One gang) in particular was broken up 
‘long ago. It consisted of about twenty- 
three men, and was known—on account of. 
a practice they had of slinging a hooked 
stick over their arms—as the “crooked . 
Stick gang.” It was started in 1893, and 
the ortginator was an exceedingly clever 
thief with whom the police desired further 
jacquaintance. He started this brilliant, 
idea by giving an “at home” in the Seven 
Dials. He hired a room in a public house 
for the purpose (as he informed the land- 
lord) of holding a “‘friendly lead,” but as. 
@ matter of fact the people who turned 
up were one and all practiced pi: pockets, 
and the outcome of this meeting wus the 
formation of a sort of Thieves’ Union, the 
object of which was to prey upon unwary 
people who travel in omnibuses and trams 
aud public coniveyances generally. The - 
members worked in pairs, the one thieving 
and the other watching that he did not 
cheat his fellows. 

This system worked remarkably well for 
a time. Each pair of thieves had a num- 
ber of ingenious disguises; on different 
occasions they exchanged routes* and as 
they kept a particular record of their 
proceedings and were careful not to work 
too often in the same district, they were 
for a long time undetected. At the end 
of each day they met at a public house, 
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Properly cted, the color is the palest 
straw gold. pug is an art and mystery 
requiring infiite pains.

He took seed of tobacco 
and potatoes to his Irish estate, and found 
both well able to thrive there. But when 
Virginia was settled and began to send 
home shiploads of the weed, those in 
authoritiy thought it wise to favor the 
clonial industry.

Tobacco and skins were in large part 
the accepted Virginia currency.

After a time the conductors of the ’busges, 
especially in principal thoroughfares like 
Paccadilly, gotto know the gang,and be- 
came strangely shortsighted when one of 
them hailed them from the pavement.

They started a 
number of “pirate” ‘buses, and as just 
somewhere about this time the company 
"buses raised their fares, they easily got a 
large number of passengers by retaining 
the old prices. They wero very careful, 
however, to stop only for well-dressed and 
respectable looking people, and if was a 
strange thing if a passenger did not miss 
something before he or she reached the end 
of the journey. 

Each person who entered the ‘bus was 
of course, most carefully watched. The 
cry, “All fares!’ gave the thieves a clue to 
the whereabouts of the purses, and a shrrt 
t*me after they were replaced they were 
skilifully removed by the “working mem- 
bers.”” One of the gang who manipulated 
matters inside the "bus was a most dexter- 
ous pickpocket. It was his boast that he 
could extract a purse with a pair of sugar 
tongs, and he has been known to steal one, 
remove all the money and then quietly re- 
place it in the owner’s pocket without ex- 
citing the slightest suspic.on. 

For a while these “‘pirate’’ "buses succeed- 
ed even better than the others. On some 
occasions a single "bus Ras yielded over 
twenty purses a day, some of them con ‘1in- 
ing as much as $75, and it was seldom t.iata 
pocket was picked w:.thout something of 
value being found. 

At last, however, complaints at Scotland 
Yard became so numerous that the author- 
ities set a «qpecial detective on the track 
of the crooked sticks, with the result that 
one of the members was caught red-handed 
and this led shortly-afterward to the arrest 
of several others.

Return we to our warehouse, See the 
rows and rows of hogsheads here, stripped 
each of cask and wait ng inspection. The 
inspector is a salaried person under oath, 
and likewise bord. Now the warehouses 
choose him, though not so long back, he 
was a -public functionary,. He gets his 
breaking iron against the brown impacted 
mass, three times between head and head— 
and from each break draws a sample. The 
drawings tied neatly together, and sealed, 
are marked with the owner’s name, the 
weight and warehouse number of the hogs- 
head, then laid upon top of the cask. From 
there the auctioneer takes them, passes 
them about among the buyers who troop at 
his heels, and cries each in turn, knocking 
it out to the highest bid when it has made 
the round. 

If a cask of tobacco proves not to be up 
to the sample drawn, the seller of it—the 
warehouse firm—is responsible to the pur- 
cbaser. There are tricks in tobacco pack- 
ing as in all other trades. That is partly 
why, in each of the tobacco states, there 
are stringent laws against a warehouse- 
man’s: being also a dealer in, or buyer of 
tobacco.

the plantation. The most trusted of the 
hands attend to the firing—but such very 
little things—a@ spark, a flaw of wind—may 
send a whole year’s income up in smoke. 
Small wonder there is joy end long relieved 
breath when the fireg are drawn from un- 
der the last barnful. 

Next comes the stripping. Moist warmish 
weather is required for it. The stalks go 
first to the sorter, who removes the two 
ground leaves as well as any worm eaten 
or house burnt ones, then flings them to an- 
other man who breaks off the good leaves 
and ties them into bundles. The bundles 
are laid straight and fair in big bulks, 
keeping each length and quality carefully 
separate. The bulks are covered and weigh- 
ed and left undisturbed until prizing be- 
gins. 

Pressing, a purist would say. That same 
persons would doubtless be shocked at men- 
tion of screw-prizes, and prize screws. In 
the tobacco country the terms need neither 
excuse nor explanation. To question their 
use in fact would be to draw upon yourself 
suspicion of being much more learned than 
wise. The screws are of iron, running in a 
nut, which hag been fitted into a frame of 


are sown evenly over the surface which has 
been dug and harrowed to the finest tilth. 
They are trampled lightly tn—then the bed 
is rimmed about with plhunk, and covered 
with a sheet of sleezy canvas. Oncé upon 
a time covering of brush sufficed, but for 
twenty-odd years past a small] bug has de- 
veloped a cheerful habit of devouring the 
tiny plants just as they peeped above 
ground. Why no man knoweth, but this 
bug will not abide beneath a canvas cover. 
So use of it is almost universal. Besides pro- 
tecting from the hopping pest, it forces the 
plants forward—and makes: planting possi- 
ble from one to three weeks earlier. 

This is a distinct gain. Tobacco wil] not 
ripen in less: than four ,months from set- 
ting—and throughout the region of greatest 
growth frost may be reckoned on in the 
early half of October. Plants set after 
midsummer may make a fine crop, but 
those put in the hill in mid-May are certain 
to do it, soil and season permitting. The 
sett'ng is done in wet weather during a 
light warm rain, or just after a heavy one. 
Before it the land, which is the best the 
planter controls, has been manured, made 
fine and light, marked off in rows each way 
and hills drawn up in the check, 

Weeding, plowing, scrapng, yet more 
plowing, fill in the first six weeks after 
the plants are in the hill. But tilth is no 
burden at all compared with worms and 
suckers, which come later, and are in a 
sort nature’s protective tariff against over- 
production. 

A man and mule can tend fully twelve 
acres of tdébacco, but the best hand that. 
ever stepped can do no more than take five: 
through a period of worms. Such worms! 
Big, fat, green fellows, three inches: long 
at maturity, with round heads and sharp, 
reddish horns at the other end, They are 
larvae of a night-flying miller, which Jays 
its eggs all over the leaves. When first 
hatched’ the worm is but a wriggly white. 
hair, but-give him a little. time ang he will 
eat himself to greater things. He must be: 
destroyed before he does it, or the crop 
will come to nothing. A cant name for him 
is “green hail,” signifying that he has left : 
more holes than would a hai! storm in ‘the 
f MAACO.

as thick almost as leather, olly and viscid 
to the tooth, full-flavored, dark of color, 
richly substantial and best of all, to be 
bought at a very moderate price. Properly 
prepared, too, as “strips,” for instance, it 
will take 18 per cent of water without be- 
coming unmerchantable. 

It is the low price of shipping leaf which 
accounts for the fact that the value of 
leaf tobacco exported in the last fiscal year 
was less than the amount of tax collected 
from its manufacture in these United 
States. Disregarding fractions, 25,000,000 of 
our 800,000,000 of exports must be set to the 
credit of the untouched weed. For the 
game period there were internal revenue re- 
ceipts of near $30,000,000. And the low price, 
at least the growers of it confidently say 
so, is due largely to the fact of monopoly. 
Fore gn purchases, save for England and 
Germany, are made through the govern- 
ment agents who hold wiht are known 
technically as ‘“‘regie contracts.’’ These cal] 
for such and such quantities of tobacco 
of a guaranteed quality, at a fixed price.
